Britons

to Olympics

The British Olympic Associa¬ 
tion (BOA) decided yesterday 
by a big majority to send a 
team to the Olympic Games in 
Moscow in July. Only one sport, 
hockey, positively came out in 
opposition, ‘but four others— 
equestrianism, fencing, swim¬ 
ming, and yachting—asked for 
the decision to be deferred. 

Fifteen sports voted for 
immediate acceptance of the in¬ 
vitation to Mosdw together 
with three other members of ] 
the committee. The identity of 
these three was not revealed, 

. but they are almost certain to 
be Lord Exeter and Lord Luke, 
who are members of the Inter¬ 
national Olympic - Committee, 
and Mr Charles Palmer, vice 
chairman of the BOA .and a 
dedicated opponent of political 
interference in sport. 

The five winter sports were 
not represented nor was the 
Football Association, who are 
not involved in the Olympic 
Games. 

The BOA stated that there

Amid growing concern over 
the impact of the continued 
shutdown of steel production 
from the British Steel Corpora¬ 
tion’s works, big consumers in 
ma nufacturin g industries are 
turning increasingly towards 
imported steel to make good 
shortfalls in supply.

The pamphlet defends the 
continued preferential access to 
Britain at more than a million 
tons a year of cane sugar from 
developing countries. 

Mr Richard Body, Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Holland with Bos¬ 
ton and chairman of the forum, 
said yesterday that cane 
growers in Africa and the West 
Jodies were suffering because 
the EEC was dumping its sur¬ 
plus beet sugar on world mar¬ 
kets at low prices subsidized 
by European taxpayers.

Thousands of the poorest 
elderly and disabled people will 
be forced to pay for their home 
helps under a government 
policy Hmng p bring imple¬ 
mented this month. But they 
will still be aide to get cash 
help if they employ private 
domestic services instead of 
home helps provided by local 
councils. 

Disability organizations and 
local authority associations are 
protesting strongly at the 
change. Mr Alfred Morris, 
Labour MP for Wytfoenshawe 
and minister with special re¬ 
sponsibility for the disabled in. 
the last government, forecast 
last night that it would mes^a 
many more severely disabled 
people going into institutions, 
at greater cast to the public, 
because they could not afford 
tbe charges. 

The change affects people re¬ 
ceiving supplementary benefits 
who need home helps because 
they cannot manage alont. At 
present, most receive help free, 
but those whose local councils 
charge a flat rate for home 
helps receive a weekly addition 
to their benefits to cover half 
or threequarters of tise cost. 

The new Social Security Bill, 
due to receive Royal Assent in 
Mqy and to taloe effect in 
November, proposes new regu- 


November, proposes new regu¬ 
lations to stop extra supple¬ 
mentary benefit to pay for local 


authority home helps, but sot 
for private domestic services. 
The change, however, has 
already been implemented in a 
policy decision by the Supple¬ 
mentary Benefits Commission 
to stop more people claiming 
help before the Bill takes tffect. 

A number of local authorities 
were planning to introduce flat 
rate charges from April 1 to 
raise extra money without im¬ 
posing high charges on supple¬ 
mentary benefit claimants. 

Under the existing system, if 
every local authority ' in 
England and Wales had intro¬ 
duced such a charge they could 
collectively gain an extra £10ffl 
a year to offset cuts, according 
to estimates by Mr Brian-Toy* 
croft, secretary of-the Associa¬ 
tion of Directors of Social Ser¬ 
vices. 

But Mrs Lynda Chalker, 
Under-Secretary of State for 
Health and Social Security, said 
in a parliamentary written

British Government veterinary 
inspectors have given the Dutch 
pig industry a clean bill of 
health at a time of extreme 
political sensitivity in the EEC 
about barriers in the food trade. 

Ministry veterinary inspectors 
said yesterday that it was now 
safe to allow imports of Dutch 
pork because there had been no 
swine fever or foot-and-mouth 
disease in the Netherlands for 
many years. 

Dutch farmers have increased 
their share of the British bacon 
trade in recent years and are 
now keen to gain a footbald in 
the pork market. 

Most.of the pork that they 
send to Britain wH^go-to tinned 
meat factories and the 'economic 
impact of ■ Dutch sales is 
J expected to be small lie poli- 
i tical significance of Dutch 
imports will be considerable. 

Britain has been careful ' 
throughout long negotiations 
with Dutch authorities to abide !

safe. 

The council was launching an 
exhibition at the Design Centre, 
Haymarket, London, to encour¬ 
age people to take safely and 
security at home seriously. 
Fires cost the insurance indus¬ 
try £30m a year, and burglaries 
in 1978 netted £63m in pro¬ 
perty- 

With forethought, a little 
expenditure, and tougher legis¬ 
lation the figures could- be 
sharply cut, the council said. 

Accidents in the home claim 
as many lives as road crashes, 
and six. times more than fatal 
accidents at work, where the • 
Health and Safety at Work Act 
operates. 

Poor product design is re¬ 
sponsible for many accidents, 
and architects often make bur¬ 
glary easier, for example, by 
designing house entrances for 
privacy, making it easier for 


burglars to work unobserved. 

The council points to the 
-absence of regulations, present 
in other countries, insisting on 
safety glass in doors; 1,500 
children aged five to mine are 
hurt as a result each year. 
Twenty children a year dee in 
falls from “pivot _ windows, 
architects still specify “ plank- 
style ” banisters that children 
can fall through, and ladders 
without “non-slip” feet,'often 
lead to accidents. 

There are 500,000 fires at 
home a year, many caused by 
children playing with matches, 
frayed wiring on electrical 
appliances, chip pans and 
cigarettes. 

The_ killer is usually smoke. 

A simple smoke detector can 
be bought for £11 -to £15, 
although the council is having 
to wait for a British made 
version to go into production, 
and small fire extinguishers can

Museum of 
heraldry 
to open at 
Tower 

By Ian Bradley 

Visitors to the Tower of Lon¬ 
don next week will have a new 
attraction, a heralds’ museum, 
which has been established in 
die old Waterloo Barracks, near 
the White Tower. 

The museum, which is being 
opened officially todav by the 
Duke of Kent, is ttte idea of Sir 
Anthony Wagner, Ctarenceux 
King of Arms, and until 1978. 
Garter King of Arms, head of 
the College of Anns. 

Sir Anthony said yesterday 
chat the idea of establishing' a 
museum of heraldry went back 
to 1933 when as a pursuivant 
(junior herald) he was search¬ 
ing through the cellars of the 
college to find items for an 
exhibition to mark its 450th 
anoiversarv. “ Some of the 
objects I found are at last on 
disolay here today,” be raid. 

Originally the heralds hoped 
to establish a museum next to 
The college in Queen Victoria 
Street but that proved impos¬ 
sible 

Tbe museum traces the de¬ 
velopment of heraldry from its 
origins in the twelfth century. 
It includes examples of the 
tabards which are sr3J worn by

The debate in the Quebec 
Legislature on the wording of 
an. independence referendum 
has ended with the adoption of 
the Government’s motion and 
one slight amendment—pro¬ 
posed by tbe former leader of 
the Union Nationals party, Mr 
Rodrigue Biron—strengthening 
the promise of a second 
referendum.' 

Three other amendments— 
proposed by Mr Claude Ryan, 
leader of the Liberal opposition, 
Mr Michel Le Moignan, interim 
leader of the Union Nationals, 
ahd Mr Rodrigue Tremblay, a 
former Parti Qu£becois Minis¬ 
ter now an independent MP— 
were defeated. 

The Government’s motion was 
adopted last Thursday by 68 
votes to 37. The referendum 
question will therefore read: 

“The Government of Quebec 
has made public' its proposal to 
negotiate a new agreement with 
the rest of Canada based on the 
equality of nations. The agree¬ 
ment would enable Quebec to 
acquire the exclusive, power to 
make its laws, levy its taxes, 
and establish relations abroad 
—in other words, sovereignty 
—and at the same time to main¬ 
tain with Canada an economic 
association, including a common 
currency; no change in poli¬ 
tical status resulting from these 
negotiations will be effected 
without approval by the people 
through another referendum; 
on these terms, do you give the 
Government of Qnebec the man¬ 
date to negotiate the proposed 
agreement between Quebec and 
Canada ? Yes... No_” 


Lost week’s debate opened oh 
Tuesday with.a vigorous speech 
by Mr Claude Charron, the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Parliamentary House 
Leader, on the Liberal consti¬ 
tutional document, A New 
Canadian Federation. 

He. said the Liberals’ pro¬ 
posed Federal Council, a body 
designed .to increase provincial 
power giving no special stapis 
to Quebec, would be. a “ third 
eye on the regime which has 
had problems with its tight for 
some time 

On Wednesday the debate 
centred on an interchange 
between Mr Andrfi Kaynamd 
of the Liberals and Mr Jacques 
Parizeau, the Minister of 
Finance, Mr Raynauld chal¬ 
lenged the Minister to explain 
the economic consequences of 
“ sovereignty-association 

What would happen to hun¬ 
dreds of existing federal Crown 
corporations, including Cana¬ 
dian National Railways, Air 
Canada and the Canadian 
Broadcasting - Corporation ? Mr 
Parizeau replied that some 
would be shut, some rebaprized, 
and others, such as Air Canada, 
would be run as joint ventures 
with the rest of Canada. 

Mr Ryan asked what would 
happen to the freedom of tircu- 
lariun of capital if the Govern¬ 
ment insisted on Quebec’s con¬ 
trol of financial institutions. 

Mr Parizeau said an indepen¬ 
dent Quebec would simply adopt 
federal legislation, (hanging it 
to read “Quebec" rather than 
“ Canada This would mean 
that Canadian chartered banks 
or trust companies operating in 
Quebec would have to be con¬ 
trolled by Quebeckers. 

Mr Ryan wondered how an 


independent Quebec, with a 
smaller tax base, could keep up 
the services now provided by 
the federal and provincial 
Governments. Mr Parizeau re¬ 
plied- that independent Quebec 
would do away with overlapping 
jurisdictions which were ex¬ 
tremely costly. “Everything is 
being done twice by Quebec and 
Ottawa ", he said. 

On Tbursdav each Parti 
Quebecois speaker addressed a 
different sector of the com¬ 
munity, urging a “yes” vote in 

the 109-word referendum. The 
Minister of Agriculture appealed 
to ihe fishermen and agricul¬ 
tural workers; the Minister for 
the Status of Women to women 
voters; Mr Guy Chevrette to 
the workers and trade union¬ 
ists; and Mr Claude Shader 
to the elderly. 

Liberal victory: The Liberal 
Government of Mr Pierre 
Trudeau has increased its par- 
liamenary majority in Ottawa 
to 12 by winning a deferred 
election in the Quebec consti¬ 
tuency of Frontenac. 

The Liberal victory gave the 
party 147 seats in the 282-seat 
House of Commons here, 
against 103 far the Progressive 
Conservatives led by Mr Joe 
Clark, the former Prime Min¬ 
ister and 32 for the left-lean¬ 
ing New Democratic Party. 

The Frontenac election was 
posponed anti! yesterday after 
a candidate died shortly before 
the national elections of Feb¬ 
ruary 18 in Canada. 

Among candidates defeated 
yesterday was Mr Fabien Roy, 
leader of the Social Credic 
Party, which now has no mem¬ 
bers in Parliament.—-Renter.

Singapore cypher 
clerk blackmailed 
by Russian lover

A cypher clerk working at 
the Singapore' Embassy in' 
Moscow Was given .a ten-year! 
jail sentence today after he 
pleaded guilty to two charges' 
of passing secret information to 
his Russian mistress. 

The Singapore District Court 
was told that Alan Wee -Khengr 
a married man aged 30, had 
been seduced by a Russian 
woman agent, named as Luba 
Lobov Mduba, who later black¬ 
mailed him into - giving trail* 
scripts of coded communica¬ 
tions 

Mr Wee’s case was the first 
of its kind under the Official 
Secrets Act in Singapore and 
the court was. told that' he com* 
nutted the offences for 10 
months 

Among the secrets he passed 
on to his Russian blackmailer 
was the embassy’s top secret 
cypher code, the court was 
told.

Baa Celia frankly admits that 
mfSi she is an impulsive 
HbGB spender, a bad saver 
and very extravagant.

Every 
picture sells 
astory 

Earlier this month. The Times, 
In . conjunction with Penguin 
.JJooks, announced a competition 
to encourage new talent in the 
making of picture books. Called 
before a court of critics and 
-librarians, however, The Times 
and Penguin Books might not 
■find it altogether easy to justify 
ao liberal an act. After all, ir 
.might be said there were more 
i £han 300 picture books pub- 
fished in 1979 and the best sort 
[of competition would be one 
that encouraged people to stop 
producing the things rather than 
to produce more. 

: At first glance this argument 


has some appeal, but, looking 
more keenly at those 300-odd 
gleaming volumes, I am less 
ceroaki. Most of them are, as 
you might expect professional 
examples of book production. 
Their creators take full advan¬ 
tage of the flexibility in design 
and the whirligig ~ of colour 
allowed by photolithographic 

printing. But when it comes to 
** newness” in the sense that 
they have something fresh to 
say. and when it comes to 
“ talent ” in the sense that they 
understand the inner coherence 
which picture books call for, 
then we seem to live in a time 
of dearth. 

There are several, broadly 
economic, reasons for the 
polished and not-so-polished in¬ 
adequacy of these books. At an 
individual level, for instance, 
there is considerable pressure 
on a freelance picture-book 
illustrator, once he has found 
a successful formula, to $o on 
repeating it—and a quantity of 
books last year by once-celebra¬ 
ted illustrators had all the 
Characteristics of old concoc¬ 
tions newly labelled to keep up 
the annual royalties. Only 
geniuses like Randolph Calde¬ 
cott could work to such a 
routine without losing their in¬ 
dividual touch. 

More generally, illustrators 
and pubEshens experience a 
variety- of other pressures which 
arise from market forces, which 
currently seem to be fostering 
two mutually exclusive types of

picture book. On the one hand 
there is a growing number of 
“ socially-committed ” books — 
designed to help children to 
adjust to the norms that the 
adult manufacturers think most 
suitable — and these, by and 
large, carry illustrations which 
are as ham-fisted as their 
“ message ”, 

On the other hand there is 


the panoply of elaborate 
coloured folios, emanating from 
such_ places as Milan and 
Munich, which are rhe product 
of co-publishing agreements that 
provide a comparatively cheap 
way of issuing wfcac look like 
expensive books. The fact that 
the art-work apparently done 
with galleries more in mind 
than books, and that the texts 


arte contrived, and often badly 
translated, is of less significance 
than the glamour of the pro¬ 
duction. (Needless to say rhe 
fashion has affected British 
artists, too. Apart from its ex¬ 
ploitation of the gimmick of the 
treasure-hunt, Kir Wailianw’s 
Masquerade is also notable as 
an anthology of the painterly 
tricks that nave long been the 
preserve of Continental illustra¬ 
tors.) 

Among so much that is 
didactic or sophisticated it is a 
pleasure to discover a few books 
from 1979 that have no preten¬ 
sions, whatsoever. There it for 
instance, Phoebe and Selby 
Worthington’s Teddy Bear 
Baker (Warne £2,95), a succes¬ 
sor, after 30 years to their 
much-loved Teddy Bear Coal¬ 
man— no _ sign of repetitious 
annual dilution of talent here. 
There is Frank Asch’s Mac- 
Gooses 1 Grocery , illustrated by 
James Marshall (Kestrel £1.95), 
whose plain lioe-and-n-ash draw¬ 
ings fit perfectly into the comic 
simplicity of the tale. 

And there arc three little 
books—all more than 50 years 
old—which have doubtless'been 
brought out of attics or nu 
trunks under the influence of 
“an Edwardian lady”. Rose 
Isabella Stark's Alphabet (Pel¬ 
ham £2.95), John Lockwood 
Kipling’s ABC (Macmillan £4.95) 
and “Alice and Angela’s” 
Story of the Little Round Man 
(Warne £2.50) were all created 


to entertain individual children. 
What they lack in smooch 
Teutonic paintwork they make 
up a hundredfold in warmth 
and in the play of.visual ideas, 
and they offer some reassurance 
about the traditional strengths 
of the picture book. 

When The Times/Penguin 
judges call for submissions that 
“ show care and imagination in 
their use of words, and ifiustra- 
tions which consistently match 
the nature and subject matter 
of the story”? they are asking 
for an integration, of art and 
narrative which is at the root 
of the greatest picture books, 
whether they be richly worked 
pieces like Caldecott’s Three 
Jovial Huntsmen and Maurice 
Sendak’s Where, the Wild 
Things Are, or simply 
fashioned tales like William ■ 
Nicholson's The Pirate Twins or 
Many Rayner’s Mr and Mrs 
Pig's Evening Out These are 
touchstones in the art of the 
picture book and a few more 
like them will not come amiss 
in die present abundance.

His corner claimed ir was a col¬ 
lision of heads and there were 
many mauls in which fte damage 
could have occurred with neither 
man being particularly .to blame. 

Tommy Gilmonr, McCabe’s 
manager, also claimed that his 
man was ahead at the time and 
few could argue with that. Cat- 
tousc was finally beginning to 
settle down and his best work was 


fa fte last two rounds of the 
contest. Cattouse said afterwards 
that McCabe's southpaw style had 
given him great difficulty. “ I 
did not want to v,iu on a cut and 
I am disappointed as far as that 
goes. 

** But I came to win and that is 
what I did. I expected a hard 
fight and I got one. but I knew 
he could not last that pace for the 
15 rounds, so I was never par¬ 
ticularly worried." 

Cattouse will now aim for 
Europe and so - will the former 
champion Charlie Nash, beaten 
last week in a world title bout 
in Glasgow by Jim Watt. Cattouse 
-and Nash could have met for tile 
British title" last year. Now they 
seem an a collision course again.

O’Brien’s equine art gallery looks a picture of fitness

Vincent O’Brien has nearly half 
the number of horses in bis stable 
that Henry Cecil has in his at 
Newmarket, but it is a safe bet 
that we will be hearing a great 
deal of the master of Salfydoyle 
again this season. With the con¬ 
tinued backing of Robert Sangster 
and Danny Schwartz, O'Brien’s 
yard once more shelters the best 
that money can buy ; indeed a look 
at the horses there is not unlike 
a visit to an equine art gallery. 
It is certainly an unusual experi¬ 
ence to walk into a box, as I did 
last week, to be told that the 
horse before your eyes cost as 
much as 31,600,000 unraced at 
public auction. 

O’Brien’s collection of two-year- 
olds this year is arguably the most 
blue-blooded he has ever had. 
Time alone will ten whether they 
are good racehorses, but thev al¬ 
ready look the part and it will be 
surprising if something excep¬ 
tional does not emerec So the 
months ahead. For the time being, 
however, the two-year-olds are 
just names with fancy pedigrees. 

The real interest at present lies 
In the three-year-olds—the stars 
of today and the stallions of to¬ 
morrow. Ballydoyle surely bouses 
a verv live hope in Thousandfold 
for flu's year’s sprinters’ champion- 
shin ; he is seen as a natural suc¬ 
cessor to Thafrfjia? and Soli nos 
after his farfUjant victory last 
October when he tore up the 
Curragh to. win the Ove-furlong 


Waterford Testimonial Stakes by 
six lengths. Before that Thousand¬ 
fold had beaten this year's classic 
hopes, Dalsaan and Tyrnavos. at 
Doncaster on St Leger day to be¬ 
come not unappropriately the 
thousandth winner of Steve 
Cauthen’s meteoric career. -If 
everything goes according to plan 
Thousandfold win have three 
races in Ireland before his first 
objective in England which is die 
Kings Sand Stakes on the fourth 
and last day. of Royal Ascot. Come 
that day he may well be every¬ 
one’s banker. 

On the classic front O'Brien ls 
obviously in a stronger position 
than most because he mains Monte¬ 
verdi. the cole who cooped the 
English and Irish free handicaps 
last year. 

No three-year-old colt that I 
bare seen this spring looks more 
forward In his coat or better 
muscled. Monteverdi may not have 
grown a pored ably—he actually 
measures tS.2f hands—but be has 
certainly thrived and nut on con¬ 
dition in all the right places, 
noticeably over ins quarters and 
down his loins. Lack of inches did 
not stop The Minstrel from win¬ 
ning the Derby three years ago and 
unless I am much mistaken Monte¬ 
verdi will be hard to beat at 
Epsom on June 4 no matter what 
he achieves in the meantime. 

In Night Alert O’Brien trains a 
colt bv the triple crown winner. 
Niiinsky. who could prove a very 
able second string to Monteverdi 
In the first half of the season— 
so able in fact that O’Brien is 


seriously contemplating a crack 
at the French 3,000 Guineas at the 
end of April if Night Alert comes 
through bis preliminary test with 
flying colours in which ever race 
Monteverdi does not run. Visitors 
to Newmarket last October might 
recall seeing Night Alert win the 
Houghton Stakes on the same day 
as the Champion Stakes. He 
looked a trifle on the leg that 
afternoon but be has made up into 
a very nice colt, who clearly takes 
the fancy of T. P. Burns, one of 
the most experienced riders at 
BaHydoyle, 

Huguenot, who lost only one of 
ids four races last year and that 
on a disqualification, Indian Lore 
and Megesterfal are others being 
talked of in the context of the 
Irish 2.000 Guineas. Indian Lore 
Is a half brother to the top-class 
toiler, Jaazeiro, who won that par¬ 
ticular classic, and Magisterial is 
a colt by the famed Northern 
Dancer and from the same female 
family that produced the fine race 
mare. AHez France. 

When writing about Henry 
Cecil’s stable yesterday I men¬ 
tioned Strength in depth. Just as 
this is vital if a top-class football 
dab is to do well at the highest 
level so is it .necessary if a stable 
is to be successful, and there Is 
certalnlv plenty of talent among 
O’Brien’s three-year-olds. Del 
Sarto, despite having only one 
eve as a result of an accident in 
his yearling days, and Triomphe 
are two others for whom most 
trainers would eagerly swop 
almost anything. Triomphe is a 


particularly nice colt by the 
American stallion. Hoist the 
Flag, who Is renowned in Europe 
as the sire of tbs dual Arc winner. 
Alleged. He looks like staving a 
mile and a half too, and judged 
on the wav he ran away with his 
only race last season he loots like 
being a cut above average. 

The mystery horse in die yard 
is obviously Muscovite. As the 
winner ot his first race by eight 
lengths, he started at 2-7 to win 
his next, but he could finish only 
sixth, 12 lengths behind his stable 
companion Monteverdi tvho has 
Clearly Muscovite did not do on 
tiie racecourse that day what be 
hod shown himself capable of at 
home. “ I can only think that his 
heart is not in the game ” is bow 
O’Brien explains that lamentable 
effort. However, the fact that be 
is still persevering with Muscovite 
suggests that he is at least hopeful 
that the enthusiasm can be re¬ 
kindled. Forlene and Wedgwood 
Blue are the two three- 7 ear-oId 
fillies I would keep an eye on 
In the fairly Immediate future; 

For the past two years BaTTy 
doyle had been bedevilled like 
many other stablee by a virus of 
some description and I was fasci¬ 
nated to hear O’Brien say that 
he is now innoculating his horses 
every three months because he 
is convinced that the vaccines 
available are Ineffective after six 
months, let alone a year. No one 
could say that Ws horses do not 
look a pictiTre of health and fit¬ 
ness at present.

Adoption: councillor may 
see confidential papers 


Regina v Birmingham City- 
District Council, Es parte O 
Before Lord Justice Evclclgh and 
Mr Justice Watkins 

Confidential information re¬ 
ceived by the social services com¬ 
mittee ot a local authority relat¬ 
ing to persons applying for adop¬ 
tion may be revealed to a mem¬ 
ber of the local authority who is 
unconnected with the committee 
because the local authority is the 
adoption agency with responsi¬ 
bility for adoption, end where tho 
councillor is genuinely concerned 
about the adoption, she is entitled 
to receive such information as a 
member of riiat agency. 

The Divisional Court so held is 
refusing an application by a hus¬ 
band and wife, prospective adop¬ 
ters. of BiraungtiaiiL, for an order 
prohibiting the local authority 
from disclosing to a councillor un¬ 
connected with the social services 
department any information about 
them recorded in confidence by 
tho department. 

Regulation 2 of the Adoption 
Agencies Regulations, 1976, (SI 
1976 No 1796) provides: ** (1) . . . 

‘ adoption agency ’ means a regis¬ 
ter’d adoption society or a local 
authority acting as an agency mak¬ 
ing or participating in arrange¬ 
ments for the adoption of chil¬ 
dren. . . ." 

Regulation 10 provides: “ Any 
information, obtained by a person 
in the course of negotiations 
entered into by or on behalf of 
the agency with a person propos¬ 
ing to place a child with an agency 
for adoption or with a person 
proposing ro adopt Mm, shall be 
treated as confidential and shall 
not be disclosed. . . .” 

Miss Elizabeth Lawson and Mr 
William Eirtles for the husband 
end wife: Mr Raymond Scars, 
QC, and Mr Tan Croxford for the 
local authority. 

LORD JUSTICE EVELEIGH 
said that under the terms of sec¬ 
tion 2S(21'of the Adoption Act, 
1958, a local authority had power 
to moke and participate in 
arrangements for the adoption 
of children. Birmingham City 
District Council did in fact 
exercise that power. It did so 
largely through the work of social 
workers employed by the local. 
authority, and those workers were 
lmmedlalelv responsible to The 
social services committee. In t be 
case of a child not in care appli¬ 
cation might be made to the local 
authority for approval of the pro¬ 
posed adoption, and rhe matter 
would be investigated by the 
adoption unit of the social ser¬ 
vices department. 

Qualified social workers would 
investigate the matter and report 
to an adoption panel, which con¬ 
sisted of senior social workers. 
The panel would report its appro¬ 
val or disapproval to the chair¬ 
man of the social services com¬ 
mittee, who had power to 
approve, in which case the appli¬ 
cation could be made to the 
County Court for a judge’s order. 
Tn the case of a child in care. 
Information relating to the child 
and its parents would already be 
in the bands of a team of social 
workers in the social services 
department. It was that section 
of the department that made the 
investigation and reported to the 
adoption panel for the panel, in 
turn, to report to the social ser¬ 
vices committee. 

In the present case a husband 
and wife wished to adopt a child 
in care to whom they had been 
acting as foster parents. After 
they had applied for adoption, it 
so happened that the wife 
appeared before the bousing sub¬ 
committee, on which served Mrs 
Wllierts, regarding an inquiry into 
arrears of rent. In the course of 
Che investigation Mrs Willetts 


received information to the effect 
that the husband had previously 
served a prison sentence, and that 
at one time when they had been 
foster parents the family had been 
homeless. That caused Mrs Wil¬ 
letts concern because she knew 
of tbe adoption application, and 
She asked the social services 
department for information relii-’ 
ting tn the adoption. She was 
given information through a sub¬ 
committee of the department on 
the basis of social workers’; 
reports, but was dissatisfied ami 

asked to inspect the department's 
files. The local authority's solici¬ 
tor advised the department that 
thev should disclose their files to 
Mrs Willetts, although she was 
nor connected with the social 
services committee. 

Miss Lawson, for Ihe husturtiT 

and wife, contended that the 
Information recorded by the de¬ 
partment had been given to scicidl 
workers in confidence and should 
not be divulged to anyone who 
was not a member of the com¬ 
mittee. 

Ir was clear from the wording 
of regulation 2 ot the Adoption 
Agencies Reedlations, iq; 6 . that 
an ** agency ” within the mean¬ 
ing of regulation 10 included a 
local authority.

VAT on inducement’ goods 


GUS Merchandise Corporation 
v Commissioners for Customs 
and Excise 

Taxable supplies by way of goods 
given without charge by a com¬ 
pany as an inducement to new 
agents for placing a first order 
with the company were held by 
Mr Justice Woolf ro be liable to 
VAT calculated on tbeir open 
market value in accordance -with 
section 10(3) of the Finance Act, 
1972. 

His Lordship dismissed an 
appeal by the parent company, 
GUS Merchandise Corporation, 
front the Manchester VAT 
Tribunal, which had decided that 
the goods were neither gifts 
(though their value was assessed 
at under. £ 10 ) for the puroose of 
nil-rating under paragraph 6 of 
Schedule 3 to the Act, nor did 
they qualify . for calculation of 
liability to VAT in accordance 


with Special Retail Schemes 4 
and H. wbjcb permitted retailers 
to calculate VAT on tbe value of 
tbeir gross takings. 

His Lordship said that Special 
Retail Scheme H contained in' 
Custom Notice 727. and its 
supplement, of February. 1975 
(previously Scheme 4 of Customs 
Notice 707 of Augusr, 1972. revised 
in March. 1973). Issued pursuant 
to regulation 2(1) of the Value 
Added Tax (Supplies by Retailers) 
Regulations, 1972. was Intended 
to deal with retail sales to cus¬ 
tomers, and ivas not designed to 
deal with taxable supplies which 
were not sales, and which were * 
not specifically dealt with in the 
notices.

Fumes left workers 
impotent, judge told

Sheffield 

A frightening list of health 
disorders, including sexual diffi¬ 
culties struck workers at a 
plastics and chemical plant, Mr 
Justice Woolf was told at Shef¬ 
field Crown Court yesterday. 
The disorders arose after the 
workers had all been exposed to 
fumes from vinyl chloride, used 
in the manufacture of the arti¬ 
ficial leather material, pvc, it 
was stated. 

Some of the men were left 
impotent, it was added. Other 
symptoms included poor circu¬ 
lation resulting in hands and. 
feer becoming cold and numb, 
breathlessness, aching joints, 
migraine, stomach disorders, 
bone disease, clubbing of the 
fingers and changes in the 
blood, making it sludgy and 
unable to flow readily. 

Seven workers at the plant 
of Vinotex Ltd at Stave! ey, near 
Chesterfield, Derbyshire, are 
suing tbe company for damages 
after exposure to vinyl chloride 
in the early seventies. 

Mr Christopher Rose, QC, for 
tiie men, who are involved in 
processing and bagging the 
chemical, said their conditions 
fell into three categories, 
seriously- affected, moderately 
and slightly. There was also a 
fourth group of very seriously 
affected, but their claims were 
not before the court 
He said that initially there 
were 22 claims against the com¬ 
pany, but most of those bod 
been settled, very seriously 
affected receiving settlements 
of between £30,000 to £40,000 
each, £15,000 to £25*000 for tbt 
serious categories, £7,500 to 
£10,000 for the moderately 
affected and £3,500 to £5,000 
for those slightly affected. 

Mr Rose, opening the case, 
which is expected to last 


several days, said it was not 
until late 1973 and early 1974 
that the health hazards caused 
by exposure to the chemical 
became apparent. 

He added: “ The treatmeut 
of the symptoms of vinyl chlo¬ 
ride disease, o£ which all these 
plaintiffs suffer, is still in ii« 
infancy and the prognosis for 
the long term is simply un- - 
known 

He said some of the men still - 
worked for Vinates but were 
now doing light jobs and their 
chances on the open labour 
market if they lost them were 
not good. 

Mr Alan Stuart, aged 3S1 
father of two children, who 
-worked as a bagger at the plant 
until August, 1973, said he left 
when he began to suffer chest 
pains and suspected his work¬ 
ing conditions were to blame. ’ 

ft.fr Stuart, now a water board 
worker, of Whittington Lane, 
Unstone Green, near Sheffield, 
said he was now having to do 
light work and his earnings had 
dropped by £22 a week. 

He said he had become bad 
tempered and suffered migraine 
attacks. ‘'Over the last two or. 
three years the least little thing 
upsets me and I take it out on 
the wife and kids- which I know 
is wrong”, he added. W I still, 
get severe chest pains, tired¬ 
ness and aching limbs if I try 
to do manual work.” 

Dr Ann Walker, a skill 
specialist, who made a special -: 
study of the men at Chester¬ 
field Royal Hospital, and has. 
now become an expert on vinyl 
chloride disease, told the court.:;. 
M The men are extremely 
worried about their health and 
some have, in fact- been re¬ 
ferred to a psychiatrist."*

A suggestion that private 
patients should get drugs on the 
same basis as NHS patients ob¬ 
tained them was rejected by Dr 
Gerard Vaughan, Minister of 
Sate for Health.

of surpluses, and a more equitable 
distribution of expenditure over 
the whole Community.”

Mrs Thatcher’s efforts to secure 
agreement at the next European 
Council so that " as the House 
unanimously resolved on July 16 
and November 22. 1979 Great Bri¬ 
tain's contribution to the budget is 


at least not greater than the 
receipts, and furthermore to 
ensure that there Is a comminneni 
by the Council to long-term res¬ 
tructuring of the budget which 
would bring about a significant 
reduction in the proportion of 
spending on the conmmmcx agri¬ 
cultural policy, particularly by 
reducing tbe production of sur¬ 
pluses over the whole Community; 
aud will support the Government 
should it as a last resort find it 
necessary to withhold part of the 
United Kingdom contribution in 
order to achieve a satisfactory 
settlement 

Britain had made it clear to die 
Italian Government and other 
partners in Community that 
tbe European Council should be 
convened at the earliest possible 
date, Mr Nigel Lawson, Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury, said 
when opening die debate on tbe 
European Community budgetary 
questions. 

The Government had just re¬ 
ceived a new- document from the 
Commission which -.could be laid 
before the House. The new state¬ 
ment of the Commission was an 
important step forward towards 
a solution of Britain’s problems 
and it would help the Government 
to achieve the reduction in public 
expenditure and public borrowing 
which were essential to tbe 
Government’s economic strategy. 

It was too early to say what 
programmes aud objectives the 
Community might help to advance, 
although the Commission had put 
forward some ideas and tbe 
Government were pursuing them 
with tbe Commission. 


The Government (he said) has 
no doubt that the Commission’s 
proposals can, given tbe political 
will among the member states, 
form tbe basis of. an adequate and 
acceptable solution. 

Mr Peter Shore, Opposition spokes¬ 
man on foreign affairs, (Tower 
Hamlets. Stepney and Poplar, Lab) 
regretted the absence of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
because there was a crucial link 
between Britain’s contribution to 
the European budget and the 
United Kingdom Budget he would 
present on Wednesday. That link, 
or heavy gold chain, represented 
about £l,000m. 

The present tax system was 
absurd and put the United King¬ 
dom permanently In the position 
of da wing back what had already 
been conceded. 

Britain’s expediture should be at 
least not greater than the receipts. 
If (t was out-bluffed, out¬ 
manoeuvred and out-faced on this 
issue—deliberately and carefully 
chosen as the main battle-field 
for redress—it would lose cred¬ 
ibility in its future dealings with 
the EEC. 

In later stages of the debate.

House of Lords 

When the report stage of the 
Education (No 2) Bill was re¬ 
sumed Lady Bfrk (Lab) for the 
Opposition, moved an amendment 
designed to give people an Idea 
how the assisted places scheme 
was working, bow effective it was 
and whether it was equitable. 

The amendment to Clause 17 
fAssisted places at independent 
schools) would require tbe Secre¬ 
tary of State ro report annually 
to Parliament on the number and 
names of the schools participating 
together with details on the pupils, 
cost of the scheme and fees 
charged bv tbe schools. 

Lady Young, Minister of State for 
Education and Science, said the 
assisted places scheme was in¬ 
tended to replace the old direct 
grant school scheme. When this 
was phased out by the former 
Labour Government, there were 
few peers who did not express 
regret at something which had 
made a notable contribution ro 
the education system. 

There are (she said) thousands 
of parents who send their chil¬ 
dren to the maintained sytem who 
care deeply. The provisions of this 
BQ1. both on school governors, aud 
on tbe right of parents to express 
a choice together with the appeal 
system are designed to give some 
of the opportunities currently 
only enjoyed by those children 
v-'bo go to independent schools. 


The latest figure for schools 
which had expressed an interest 
In participating was 468. These 
were 120 former direct grant 
grammar schools. BBS independent 
schools, one other direct grant 
school, and nine maintained 
schools. 

Provisional figures of tbc 
number of places on offer totalled 
5,894 for boys and 5,315 for girls, 
as well as 1.92S at mixed schools. 
It was the Government’s inten¬ 
tion that there sbould be equal 
numbers of places for boys and 
girls and that there sbould be a 
proper geographical spread of 
these places. 

The Government was completely 
open about its proposals. They 
would stand up to public examina¬ 
tion and there would be an 
opportunity for a review of the 
scheme in the annual review of the 
education services which was pro¬ 
vided for in the Education Act, 
1944. There was nothing to pre¬ 
vent peers cabling questions to 
ministers about the progress of 
tbe scheme. The amendment was 
unnecessary. 

Tbe amendment was withdrawn. 

An Opposition amendment re¬ 
quiring schools participating ia 
the assisted places scheme to have 
received a satisfactory report by 
her Majesty’s inspectors was re¬ 
jected by 142 votes to 62—Gov¬ 
ernment majority, 60. 


School premises bought by the 
Libyan Government in Chelsea 
would not be granted diplomatic 
status. Lord Bell win. Under Secre¬ 
tary for the Environment, said in 
reply to a question from Lord 
Chatfont (Ind). The Government 
did not regard schools as being 
premises of diplomatic missions. 
Lord Cbalfont bad asked whether 
tile Government was aware of tbe 
purposes for which the premises 
would be used and whether It was 
satisfied that the transaction was 
fully consistent with local and 
national interests. 

Lord Bell win—As I understand It, 
tbe Libyan Embassy has bought 
the Old Kingsley School in Glebe 
Place- Chelsea, and intends to use 
it for educational purposes. The 
school was sold by the Inner Lon¬ 
don Education Authority last year 
to a third party who in turn sold it 
to ebe Libyans. 

This is a matter of essentially 
local interest and as such is for the 
local authority. Tbe Government 
sees no reason to regard tbe trans¬ 
action as sucb as being inconsistent 
with the national interest. 

Lord Chatfont—This is not just a 
matter of local interest These 

E re arises have been bought by a 
overt!me/it which bas a certain 
reputation In international affairs 
especially in connexion with its 
support for internatioal ter¬ 
rorism. These premises are stdtable 
for all kinds of use. Is the minister 


satisfied with the use that is pro¬ 
posed for them? 

Lord Bell win—Whether or not The 
premises are suitable for the pur¬ 
pose specified is for the local auth¬ 
ority to decide. If at any time 
there is evidence to suggest tbe 
premises are being used for im¬ 
proper purposes as Lord Cbalfont 
suggests then, and only then, 
would be tbe time for any appro¬ 
priate action. 

Lord Goronwy-Roberts (Lab) for 
the Opposition—As these premises 
arc deemed to be used for educa¬ 
tional purposes would they not, 
even though they are for private 
education, be subject to periodic 
inspection as to what goes on 
there? 

Lord Bell win —Any local authority 
who grants planning permission or 
user permission for any purpose 
presumably always has an obliga¬ 
tion to ensure it is used for that | 
purpose. 

Lord Sbinwell (Lab)—How do j 
they define educational pnrposes I 
in Libya?

Tbe attitude of Labour MPs to 
social security abuse suggested 
they were on the side of tbe 
scroungtr rather chan the honest 
taxpayer, Mr Reginald Prentice, 
Minister for Social Security, said 
amid protests during quest! an 
time. 

Mr Jeffrey Rooker an Opposition 
spokesman on social security (Bir¬ 
mingham, Perry Barr, Lab) had 
asked what was the latest estimate 
of the extent of soda! security 
abuse. 

Mr Prentice (Davenrry, C) 
replied—Tbe nature of most social 
security abuse is such that we can 
only know about cases which arc 
detected. 

However, new records have 
been introduced which should, 
over the next few months, 
provide fuller and more accurate 
estimates of the amount of benefit 
saved through tiae work of our 
fraud and abuse specialism. 

I shall make a further statement 
to tbe House when a sufficient 
number of these returns have been 
received and analysed to enable me 
to draw worthwhile conclusions. 

Mr Rooker—That being so, bow 
can he square the statement that 
he expects to gain £50m out of the 
alleged £200m loss by social secur¬ 
ity abuse. 

How did he get the figure of 
£200m ? what about the leaked 
reports on this? Will he confirm 
that officials of his department 
were ringing around large *1eparr- 
meut stores and asking them for an 


estimate of theft and that was how 
they conjured up the figure? 

Mr Proitice—There is no need to 
ring around department stores to 
know that they and other larg e 
commercial otganiaztions assume 
losses through fraud of 1 or maybe 
2 per cent in their operations. 

Applying that to The DHSS with 
its expenditure of some £20,000m a 
year leads to a figure of £200m as 
an estimate. (Labour Interrup¬ 
tions.) We are attempting by this 
operation this year to save at least 
15 0m. 

IE Labour MPs think that cannot 
be done, they had better get up 
and state their case because their 
constituents will not believe them. 
Mr David Stoddart (Swindon. 
Lab)—The figures that have been 
bandied around repeatedly are 
sheer bogus figures. (Labour 
cheers.) 

Is it not disgraceful that figures 
produced by a department of state 
sbould owe more to the 
experiences of Marks and Sparks 
with shoplifters than a decent 
inquiry undertaken by the depart¬ 
ment? 

There is far more money lost by 
non-claimants taken out than by 
social security abuse. 

Mr Prentice—If he went into a 
DHSS office in bis constituency 
acd talked to tbe officers working 
on fraud and abuse cases, he would 
find they are very busy and are 
saving a lot of public money but 
tbey are nowhere near the point of 
diminishing returns. 


There Is a great deal more to be 
saved and experience in the next 12 
months wQl prove It.' 

Mr Austin Mitchell (Grimsby, 
Lab)—Would it not be more cost- 
effective to employ extra staff to 
deal with tax evasion rather than 
tiie counter-productive task of 
hounding sodal scurity benefi¬ 
ciaries? • 

Mr Prentice—I would be against 
fraud and abuse, in any. sector of 
our public life. I would expect 
Labour MPs to take the same atti¬ 
tude .but their attitude suggests 
that they are on the side of the 
scrounger against the honest tax¬ 
payer. (Labour protests and Con¬ 
servative cheers.) 

Mr WHfiam Hamilton (Central 
Fife, Lab)—I was approached last 
weekend by an employee of the 
DHSS who indicated the pressure 
brought on them to produce the 
answers that he needs on tins mat¬ 
ter. 

Mr Prentice—The overwhelming 
majority of DHSS staff take the 
same view as the majority of tbe 
public. They want to see those who 
try to cheat the system identified 
and prevented. 

As for snooping on neighbours, 1 
have made it clear 1 am not appeal¬ 
ing for chat at all. Some informa¬ 
tion has always reached die DHSS 
from members of the public ,some 
genuine , some malicious gossip.

EEC budget bleeding to death from surfeit of milk: need to control misuse of resources 


European Parliament 
Strasbourg 

If the Council of Ministers, spurred 
on by the Parliament, settled for 
something less rigorous than the 
Commission proposed for farm 
prices, ir would put rhe continua¬ 
tion of the CAP at grave risk, Mr 
Roy Jenkins, President of tbe 
Commission, warned. On rhe 
figures of the cost of maintaining 
milk surpluses, the Community 
budget was ineluctably bleeding 
to death from a surfeit of milk. 

Mr Jenkins was speaking in the 
continuing debate on proposals 
from tbe Agriculture Committee 
for a 7.9 per cent Increase in 
farm prices, in reply ro Commis¬ 
sion proposals which would mean 
an average price increase of 2.4 
per cent. 

Sir Henry Plumb (Cotswold. ED) 
chairman of the Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee and former President of 
the NFU, said chat the Parlia¬ 
ment’s decisions, if implemented 
hy the Council of Ministers, could 
have an effect on the livelihood 
and wellbeing of millions of pro¬ 
ducers, food processors and manu¬ 
facturers throughout the Com¬ 
munity. The decisions taken must, 
therefore, make economic sense 
for taxpayers and consumers. 

The committee bad decided 
that the increases should meet the 
farmers’ cost increase of 7.9 per 
cent which was well below infla¬ 
tion levels. 

Mr Eisso Woltjer (Netherlands. 
Sqc) said that the problem was 
that increased prices would bene¬ 
fit bigger farms more than smaller 
farms- The co-responsibility levy 
. should he phased, therefore, to 


come more from bigger farms than 
smaller farms. 

Mr Finn Olaf Gundelach, EEC 
Commissioner for Agriculture, 
said that the common agricultural 
policy could collapse If ihev did 
not make the right decisions. He 
advised a middle course between 
an abrupt decline in farm incomes 
and treating agriculture more 
favourably than the rest of the 
economy. They must, however, 
tackle tbe agricultural surpluses. 

When the Parliament rejected 
the budget, oae reason appeared 
to be milk surpluses expenditure. 
In being asked for its opinion now 
on proposals reflecting its own 
budget anxieties, the Parliament 
had arrived at the moment of 
truth. 

The Commission proposals con¬ 
tained significant alternatives to 
price increase so as to help small 
fanners. 

AH were convinced, iDeluding 
farmers, that market imbalance 
was most crippling in the milk 
sector. They had already done 
their utmost to use the milk sur¬ 
plus for overseas aid, trebling 
quantities of skimmed milk 
powder for food aid since 1975. 
hut the world's hungry demanded 
not dairy products, but cereals 
and rice. (Cheers.) 

They m ust face the bru cal 
reality that measures taken so far 
had not proved capable of turning 
off even the increase In milk pro¬ 
duction. 

The 73 per cent price increase 
proposed was divorced from 
reality. While the uncontrolled 
increase in expenditure for sur¬ 
plus products continued, the Com¬ 
munity would baTC neither the 
credibility nor the money to 


develop new policies nor tackle 
the income problems of poor 
farmers. 

This must be the year when the 
present misuse of resources was 
seen clearly to be brought under 
control by tbe Community. 

Mr David Curry (Essex, North- 
East, ED) said that his group was 
aware of the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion in economic, constitutional 
and human terms, and particularly 
of the problems of the British 
fanner facing one of the highest 
inflation rates in the Community. 
In normal circumstances, the case 
for a substantial price rise would 
be irrefutable but because of the 
surpluses, the circumstances were 
not normal. 

Surpluses meant budgetary cost 
for taxpayer and consumer, and 
particularly for the victims of 
economic Circumstances, like re¬ 
dundant steel workers, ship¬ 
builders and textile workers. 

No guaranteed price, no inter¬ 
vention, no exemption from the 
laws of economics in the market 
protected them. The group’s pro¬ 
posed price freate was put forward 
In recognition that it was the only 
practicable policy to bring order 
to tire CAP. 

They were often regarded as 
hard-hearted and hard-nosed 
towards social problems, but the 
problem of surplus would only be 
solved when more people quit the 
land. They would not wish to 
provoke that except in a context 
of economic growth, some of which 
could be directed to the country¬ 
side in a fully-fledged rural policy. 

The authority of Parliament 
would be irreparably damaged if 
they failed to face now the con¬ 


sequences of their action in 
rejecting the budget in December. 
Mr John Mark Taylor (East Mid¬ 
lands, ED), group spok esman on 
the Budget Committee, on 

the Parliament to stick so its guns 
and contain tire cost of farm sur¬ 
pluses. Tbc European Parliament 

was on the threshold of strengthen¬ 
ing its position by direct elections 
and the rejection of the budget in 
December. What was brave and 
right in December was (save and 
right today. 

The Comauimty had shown in 
the past 30 years that it could do 
nothing but farm and it must be 
seen to be capable of doing more 
than that by developing other 
policies. He was not anti-farmer 
but anti-surpluses. He did not want 
to dismantle the agricultural policy 
but he wanted to put right what 
was economically wrong. 

Tbe answer was as classically 
decant as it was simple—lower the 
price for Surplus coamicdities and 
the surpluses would disappear. 

Mr NeiJ Blaney (Ireland, led) 
asked why farmers should be 
asked to bear tbc brunt of trading 
agreements and of aid to develop¬ 
ing countries. 

Mrs Barbara Castle (Greater Man¬ 
chester, North. Soci said that tbe 
capacity of many MEPs to blind 
themselves to the facts of life was 
astonishing. Money was running 
out and the Community was going 
bust because they went on year by 
year paying farmers to produce 
food they could not sell. Tbey 
ruined themselves by stock piling 
Or selling abroad at cue price. 

Tb- Socialist Group bc»Ieved 
that instead of setting higher prices 
in tbe present crisis they should 


reduce them, higher prices did not 
benefit tbe farmers who most 
needed help but reduced consump¬ 
tion and made tbe surplus position 
worse. Mr Gundelach appeared to 
have lost his po-UticaT nerve since 
last year when he had proposed a 
price freeze on products in surplus. 

They needed a price redaction 
far products ia surplus to make the 
surpluses disappear. Prices sbould 
reflect the costs of the most effi¬ 
cient fanner. The smallest nan- 
viable farms sbould be supported 
for social reasons through direct 
aids. 

Mr Nod Daveru (Ireland. DEP) 
said that the Commission price 
proposals were unjust. Insensitive 
and short-sighted. They should 
not aJkrw the United Kingdom’s 
budgetary problems to become 
the pre t ext for undermining the 
CAP. 

M Pierre Pranchere (France, 
Comm) said that they were serv¬ 
ing the cause of multinationals In 
a budget winch was cruel for 
farmers. 

Mr Rent Kiri; (Denmark, Ed) 
said they could not tell the 
farmer not to produce more and 
also tell him he must not make 
more from what he produced. 

Mr John de Courcy Ling (Central 
Midlands, Ed) said he feared that 
ministers would again let the 
Parliament down as they had 
before. It had been irresponsible 
of M Chirac ro suggest that a 
country which did not accept rhe 
chaos be had created should 
reconsider ks membership of the 
Community. 

Although the CAP had defects 
they did not want to destroy it 


but to build some thing greater 
because the interest of rhe com¬ 
munity as a whole was greater 
than that of one sector. 

Mr Kenneth Collins (Strathclyde, 
East, See), chairman of the 
Environment Committee, said 
that agriculture policy in the 
Comimniify was too expensive 
and too Important to be left to 
farmers alone. There was no jus¬ 
tification for a price increase 
this year. 

They might have to find new 
ways of funding agriculture In 
order to protect small far mers 
and rural communities from 
unemployment and'poverty. . 

.Hr Roy Jenkins, President of the 
Conmtissian, sold that the Com- 
nrissioa proposals of November 
30 and the price proposals of 
January 31 must be seen as a 
coherent package designed to 
Improve and safeguard the CAP. 

He said " safeguard ” advisedly 
because unless the main essentials 
of the package were accepted, 
tbeir agricultural policy would 
be exposed to the most serious 
risks. 

In the last four years, the bud¬ 
getary cost of the policy bad 
increased by aa average of 23 
per cent per year. 

Price and production increases 
In' recent years had not resolved 
some of the basic income and 
sodal problems of the rural popu¬ 
lation ; nor had they succeeded in 
removing or even significantly 
reducing disparities within agri¬ 
culture. 

The Commission proposals this 
year represented an effort to 
redirect the CAP in the long term 


interest of those most directly 
concerned. They had produced a 
balanced package reflecting an 
understanding of the needs of the 
farm sector and of the political 
realties of Community life. 

If that balance is upset (he said) 
by the Council of Ministers, 
spurred on by the Parliament, 
settling for something different 
aud less rigorous, such a decision 
vrlll put at grave risk tbe con¬ 
tinuation of the Community’s agri¬ 
cultural policy ia its present form. 

Unless they could find a solution 
to the problems of the milk 
sector, they would have no solu¬ 
tion at all la their agricultural 
decisions. They could expect an 
increase of 2 per cent in milk pro¬ 
duction this year, adding to tbe 
burden of cost beyond the 4.400m 
units of account of 1979 (about 
£2,860mj. 

It had risen from 1,200m units 
in 1975, an increase of nearly four 
times in four years. On those 
figures, the Community budget was 
bleeding to death from a surfeit of 
milk. 

. It was the reason the Commis¬ 
sion had added to the co-responsi- 
bjlity levy of 1.5 per cent which 
the Council had agreed in 
principle. a supplementary 
mechanism for raJlk. That innova"- 
tion took nothing from existing 
guarantees for production but 
provided a safeguard for the 
future, leaving decisions on future 
production to producers. 

'Vith it. they could face the. 
«JJ u , rc wiL ^ Staler confidence. 
Without it, tbc prospects for their 
milk policy were bleak.

The principal purpose of the 
Church must be to preach the 
Gospel, and to do so in ways 
ihat will seem relevant to the 
world today. This is not a call 
for liturgical gimmickry, or for 
self-conscious attempts to keep 
up with the latest manifestations 
of . youth culture. Tt is rather a 
plea for intellectual substance. 
The intellectual foundations of 
Christianity have been under¬ 
mined, in appearance though not 
to fact, for. more than a century- 
Yet if the essential message of 
rhe Church is not believed every¬ 
thing else it does is either a 
waste of time or something that 
others cmjld do equally well. 

In .some of his remarks since 
his appointment was announced 
Archbishop Runcie has placed a 
welcome emphasis upon intellect¬ 
ual substance. Yet, if this course 
is followed, there is a contrary 
danger of which he showed him¬ 
self to be fully aware in his 
enthronement address yesterday. 
How can a Church that is con¬ 
centrating upon the intellectual 
substance of its message, avoid 
becoming a narrow sect ? Can it 
stress the importance of doctrine 
without becoming narrowly dog¬ 
matic. “ We are tempted ”, he 
declared, * to organize ourselves 
like any- other party or pressure 
group/to establish sharper divid¬ 
ing lines between those who are 
members and those who are not, 
to compete more aggressively for 
the attention of the public, to 


recruit new members with a 
strident self-confidence which 
suggests that we have nothing to 
learn, to persuade with a loud 
voice rather than with the quiet 
reason of the heart.” 

Tbe dilemma is a real one, but 
the answer is probably to be 
found in the nature of religious 
belief and in the traditions of the 
Church of England. The truth of 
Christianity cannot be proved as 
if it were subject to the laws of 
natural science. Faith must al¬ 
ways require the leap in the 
dark, but it is a leap that can 
be aided by tbe intellect: not 
just the heart, but quiet reason, 
too. 

This approach to religion is in 
accord with the traditions of the 
Church of England. Sometimes 
they have, led to a distinct 
worldliness, more recently to 
what has seemed to be close to 
humanism in a cassock—and 
indeed there were portions of 
Archbishop Runcie’s address yes¬ 
terday in which bis admirable 
desire for a dialogue with all 
people of goodwill seemed to 
verge in that direction. But at 
its best tbe Church has been true 
to the definition offered by 
Bishop Creighton in 1899: ** the 
formula which most explains the 
position of the Church of 
England is that it resis on an 
appeal to sound learning”. It 
ddes nor seek to prove its propo¬ 
sitions with mathematical preci¬ 
sion, but to put its propositions 
in a form which does not defy 
the intelligence of learned mem 
In an age that -is becoming pro¬ 
gressively more open to religious 
speculation, it is still important 
that belief and reason should not 
be seen as being in conflict with 
each other.

El Salvador is a country in 
which a great part of the wealth 
is held by a few families—the 
“Fourteen Families” according 
: to tradition. Pressures for land 
reform were resisted for many 
years ; the last, big uprising was 
a peasants’ rebellion in 1932, 
which was brutally put down by 
the army with something 
between 10,000 and 20,000 
deaths. Since then the armed 
forces have been in control, and 
the economic interest groups 
have been able to ensure that 
there were no radical changes. 
The prospects suddenly 
improved with last October's 
coup, when younger officers 
took over and promised reform. 
The brought civilian politicians, 
many with progressive views, 
into the government. But the new 
junta found that, whatever good 
intentions it might have, it was 
not able-to put them into effect 
because of resistance from the 
armed forces and the right, so 
that the leftists left the 
government; 


Since then a new junta has 
been formed,- with the participa¬ 
tion of the Christian Democrats 
and tiie active support of the 
United States, which is anxious 
about developments in Central 
America in the aftermath of last 
year’s revolution in Nicaragua 
and is trying to promote reform. 
A far-reaching land reform pro¬ 
gramme has been announced and 
the banks have been nationalized. 
But violence and killings con¬ 
tinue, many of them carried out 
by the security forces. 

Mgr Romero’s standpoint was 
that of a committed churchman, 
in line with the contempory doc¬ 
trines of the Catholic Church in 
Latin America. He gave a 
cautious welcome to the govern¬ 
ment set up after the October 
coup, and then became critical 
when violence continued. He 
was sharply critical of the United 
States for acting to support 
repressive policies in El Salva¬ 
dor. He - also implied that, 
though he advocated peaceful 
reform, when all else failed 
change might have to come about 
by violent' means, through the 
revolutionary movements of the 
left. It is not surprising that 
he made enemies in the heated 
atmosphere of Salvadorean poli¬ 
tics, where the right tends to 
regard all pressures for change 
as communist-inspired. But his 
murder is not going to still the 
pressure for reform, and ensures 
that his memory win live on as 
an inspiration.

Ostensibly he wished to 
discuss the smuggling of coffee 
into Kenya, the need to improve 
road and ra3 harks and the anar¬ 
chy hi the pastoral regions which 
afflict both countries. But he also 
certaiidy discussed with the 
Kenyans che possabSLfcy of_ a 
reconstruction fur Uganda which 
wwM not be tied to the 
(increasingly unpopular). Tan¬ 
zanian presence and aHegxance 
to Nyerere^s ideological leader¬ 
ship. 

The Kenyans waich sardoni¬ 
cally as Tanzania, shored up as 
it has been by western and inter¬ 
national a&L seefc desperately 
for new loans and credits. But, 
after so&afeing world bank assis¬ 
tance, Dr Nyerare repudiated 
(and still does) its conditions 
as infringing “ our cherished poli¬ 
cies ‘of sootiasan and self- 
'reKancfi **. In ef f ect -he _ is 
demanding that has socialism 
must be funded and underwriter 
indefinitely by the capitalist 
west; to nxb the argument in, 
he bas refused to compensate 
Lontho for the natjongrliaariou of 
fes assets, though indeed he has 
no money to compensate any¬ 
body, even if he fek the obliga¬ 
tion. Now, however, his 
sodJaHsm’s . failures, combined 
with drought, have -threatened 
Tanzania with famine as much 
as anarchy and drought threaten 
Uganda. 


Kenya, on the other hand, 
faces all Tanzania’s problems of 
import and oil prices, but -with 
a flexible mixed economy, meets 
the impact of world recession 
from a far better position. It is 
now obviously the better partner 
for Uganda, or perhaps one 
should say that Kenya offers the 
best gateway through which aid 
to Uganda can flow : and Binaisa 
has already begun to restore 
Asian and foreign assets to their 
owners. The real obstacle to an 
aid programme is the continuing 
breakdown, of law and order, 
which exacerbates the other 
tribal and political divisions of 
the post-Amin aftermath. 

It may be said that this is the 
moment to revive Uganda’s 
earlier informal ideas of a Com¬ 
monwealth force. That idea is 
strengthened by the. success of 
the Commonwealth monitors in 
. Zimbabwe. Uganda presents a 
different task, but the instru¬ 
ment has proved itself. Kenya 
made a contribution in Rhodesia, 
and now Zimbabwe itself will, 
like- Nigeria, have efficient 
troops to spare. The cost of 
reconstruction in Uganda will be 
far less if it can be assessed in 
an atmosphere of civil peace, 
such as a neutral force (with a 
training function) can supply. 
Britain’s contribution would have 
to be limited, but it could again 
set the tone. 

The border between pragmatic 
Kenya and socialist Tanzania 
• remains closed, a symbol of 
Kenya’s isolation. But perhaps 
Tanzania is destined now to 
change places with Kenya. 
Africa needs practical measures 
rather than ideology. Nyerere’s 
services in Uganda merit recog¬ 
nition, but events 'are calling 
from him , no less than from, 
other African leaders, _ a re- 
examination of his position and 
beliefs in the interests- of his 
own suffering people.

Sir, It seems that for the United 
Kingdom to withhold its VAT con¬ 
tributions from the EEC would be 
to break the law. If this is indeed so 
I am disturbed that both the 
Government . and - the Opposition 
should accept it as a proper tactic 
in the negotiations to reduce our 
share of the Community budget. 

There are occasions when to 
break the law is a justifiable res¬ 
ponse to tyranny; we have surely 
not yet been driven so far. What 
causes me great'.concern is that it 
bas not been fejr necessary even to 
try to demoostrate-rwfay such a fla¬ 
grant breach of the law is justified. 
The United Kingdom Government 
voluntarily submitted to the EEC 
legal system ; most of the inhabi¬ 
tants of Britain had little choice but 
to accept our domestic' laws. It 
would be ironic if the result of this 
“law and order” government's 
contribution to respect.for tbe law 
would be to make the British feel 
morally free lofiout it. Of course 
that will not be the result: we will 
be as law-abiding as ever and 
ashamed at our government's 
eiample,- 

The United Kingdom complains 
constantly and self-righteously about 
the French illegalities over lamb 
imports; it is hypocrisy for the 
Government to threaten to withhold 
VAT unless at the same time it 
states dearly why this is not against 
the law.

Sir, Your correspondent Mr Gay 
(March 15) charges Mr Switzer 
(February 29) with manufacturing 
co ntrov ersy, but then proceeds to 
commit the same offence himself. 

The effect of the changes in tbe 
planning law referred to in these 
letters is to let district councils 
always have their way in matters of 
development control except where 
there is a rigtft of appeal against a 
refusal of permission. 

It is true, of course, that the 
majority of development proposals 
only have local impficateoos and 
may be dealt with very adequately 
by district councils. However, there 
are always some proposals which 
individually or _ collectively may 
seriously undermine the purpose of 
the overall county policies and plans 
for the area but which may, never- 
theless, be ltighly attractive to the 
district council concerned. In the 
proposed legislation, if a district 
council decides to grant permission, 
there is nothing which the county 
council or tbe inhabitants can do. 

Is it reafly in the public interest 
that local -views should always over¬ 
ride the wider community interests? 
Superficially, county policies and 
plans may seem remote mid obscure, 
yet tfarougi? the structure plan pro* 
cedure county proposals have been 
discussed with people in oH parts 
of the county and. so far os' is -pos¬ 
sible?, reflect their views and mira¬ 
tions. As a result, counties have 
done much to secure an orderly 
development of town and country 
and to protect and enhance too 
environment. 

■ The legislative proposals affect¬ 
ing development control and the 
approval of local plans will allow 
a headstrong district council to dis¬ 
regard these wider , views and have 
its own way. 

Can Mr Gay seriously suggest ttbt 
these are only “ routkre amendments 
to planning law ” ?

Sir, To reduce public support for 
the family by economising child 
benefits bas undesirable effects both, 
for the relief of poverty and also 
for economic incentives. Finding 
support out of low wages for chil¬ 
dren is a main cause of poverty; 
and the payment of child benefits 
is for this reason a main weapon for 
the relief of poverty. 

Unlike unemployment benefit, 
supplementary benefit, .and various 
means-tested payments, child bene¬ 
fits are paid to the parents regard¬ 
less of their earnings; and for this 
reason .their development in replace¬ 
ment of these other social benefits 
for children removes a main disin¬ 
centive ro earn at the lower end of 
the income scale. Their finance is 
expensive; but there are few forms 
of public expenditure which are 
advantageous for incentives as well 
as for social welfare.

able to them. But a DHSS analysis 
of .actual cases concluded that “ this 
financial disincentive' is only one 
of a number of factors and that it 
does not in itself deter more than 
small proportion from seeking 


corresponding reduction in unem¬ 
ployment or supplementary bene¬ 
fit)?* Furthermore, child benefit is 
nor taxable which strengthens Mr 
Butt's argument that it should be 
viewed in the same way as personal 
tax allowances. 

A truly " courageous ” Budget 
would make cuts in government 
expenditure (which includes the 
“ hidden welfare state ” of tax 
reliefs and exemptions) at the 
expense of the better<tff who bene- 
gtted from last year’s Budget in 

order to make it possible to protect 
the poor from the ravages of 
inflation and unemployment.

Sir, Your leading- article today' 
(March 24} is incorrect when it 
states: “ Because child benefits are 
not means-tested they do not deter 
the individual from working more 
for himself and they can be raised 
without any disincentive effect.” 

People at work will wish to work 
less if child benefit (or any orber 
element of unearned income) 
increases. This bas long been known 
to be true if people value extra 
leisure (the "income** effect of 
intermediate economic texts) and 
has now been confirmed by a large 
number of empirical studies in 
rhe United Kingdom and United 
States. 

Tbe argument may be easier to 
grasp intuitively if we consider the 
effect of not raising the benefit. 
Families will be worse' off in real 
terms and will need to work more 
to maintain their previous living 
standards. 

This argument of course leaves 
open the question of whether child 
benefit should hare -its real value 
maintained when living standards 
are falling.

I should not normally bother to 
answer such a spiteful and con¬ 
temptible article. But I am anxious 
to sbovr that we Iranians still res¬ 
pect the responsible British press, 
and that we coant on the public to 
try sincerely to recognize the noble 
values and humanistic goals of the 
Islamic Rev o l uti o n under Imam 
Khomeini’s leadership, whose 
martyrs gave them: blood to revive 
the purity and faith of early Islam, 
and to shape the true dsnage of 
Islam for the benefit of *H man¬ 
kind. 

In cfainting that " toe Shafa he* 
suffered enormous and unjustified 
vilification, even m the responsible 
press, and yet has-said little in fait 
defence ”, Mr TenoMfortis ia 
merely- repeating: wheat the paid 
spokesmen of met megalomaniac 
"figurehead ” have always said. T3» 
fact is that the deposed Sfaeto, who 
despoiled the opor«ssed people of 
Ikon of bHKons of dtoHars, has noth¬ 
ing to say in his defence. 

Again, when Mr Temple-Morris 
writes “toe Iranian Cbmxh simply 
does not have toe capacity to- 
•govern ”, or “ the Cfaunh ss divided 
between the Ayatollahs Khomeini 
and 'Sbariat-Madari ”, he simply 

reveals his two ignorance. He 
Iranian Muslim clergy are never 
called "the Church”. Their high 
standards of political virtue and 
humanistic goals of life ore quite 


different from those of the 
pseudo-retigious communities called 
churches. They are completely free 
from such human failings as ego¬ 
tism and conceit. There is therefore 
do reason to expect a civil war. a 
mJtitaty coup or a successful 
counter-revolution. But evidently 
some people are unwilling to accept 
the patient jruth _ that, despite the 
subversive activities of some smell 
foreign-inspired and publicly dis¬ 
graced groups, our nation is whole¬ 
heartedly loyal to Imam Khomeini, 
and will hy all means support toe 
Islamic Revolution, whose victory 
has cost our people more than 
70,000 innocent and noble lives. 

Mr Temple-Morris is terribly 
mistaken if he really thinks that 
"the army is demoralized by toe 
Revolution” and that the revolu¬ 
tionary guards " would not last long 
if confronted by any organized 
force”.

Sir, In tbe absence of devolution 
the Conservative manifesto pro¬ 
mised Northern Ireland local gov¬ 
ernment reform. A charitable view 
of toe now grounded Atkins initia¬ 
tive is that it was intended as a 
last attempt to find agreement on 
devolution before proceeding to 
implement the plans of Airey 
Neavc. Assessment of toe Republi¬ 
can strategy of political assassina¬ 
tion is dependent on Mrs Thatcher’s 
next. move. If toe process of inte¬ 
gration is further impeded as it bas 
been since Mr Atkins replaced Roy 
Mason toe strategy must be judged 
successful. For it was the murder 
of Lord Mouotbatten that brought 
toe “initiative” to fife and saw 
the Mason 'Neave policies reversed. 

There, is obviously no agreement 
on devolution, just as a legislature 
iu Belfast is pointless and any con¬ 
trived government structure is fuel 
to toe paramilitaries, by virtue of 
its instability. Direct rule is 
popular and requires permanency 

through re-insertion of an upoer 
tier of local government. The Con¬ 
servative Government cannot escape 
its commitment even if ir must 
continue to pay lip service to some 
future return of Stormont. 

It cannot have escaped the notice 
of toe Prime Minister that external 
pressures, have lessened. Senator 
Kennedy has failed to become the 
Democratic nominee for the Presi¬ 
dency and Mr Haugbej^s indiffer¬ 
ence to anything short of Irish 
unity obviates any concessions - to 
Dublin. Though focal governmenr 
reform will be resisred by toe 
SDLP and categorized as a return 
to Protestant ascendancy, it will- be 
uuder the direct supervision -of 
Westminster for toe first time. 
The House of Commons would not 
tolerate discrimination or sec¬ 
tarianism.

Social service spending 

From Mr B. W. Mellor 
Sic, In referring to toe " substantial 
contributions made to voluntary 
agencies providing residential care ”, 
Mr Hanson (March 7) overstates 
toe case for local authorities. These 
contributions are made to help tod 
resident pay toe fees, and toe volun¬ 
tary body is doing what the local 
authority would otherwise have the 
responsibility for, and generally 
doing it at fess cost. 2r is only very 
exceptionally that payments are 
made to the organizations them¬ 
selves, for example to extend or 
improve toe homes they run. My 
organization is well aware of this, 
for it administers a non-govern¬ 
mental fund that goes a little way 
towards stepping into this breach. 

I am not one whose pastime is 
** denigrating public agencies ”, 
certainly, not Mr Hanson’s, nor do 
I maintain that voluntary bodies 
are alone in innovation and experi¬ 
ment : hut I know that they often 
make a valuable contribution to 
local social services. They run on 
a shoestring, but they need that 
shoestring badly, and it is not good 
enough to confuse tbe issue by say¬ 
ing that “informal caring systems 
should not be relying on financial 
subventions from the public autho¬ 
rities”. Families, neighbours and 
friends—“ tbe informal sector ”— 
are one thing: voluntary bodies are 
another. To make e/ven a small cue 
in grant aid to the latter may mean 
tbe sacking of one of two paid staff , 
and couUd be lethal to toe organiza¬ 
tion itself. Local authorities that 
make a marginal saving on their 
budgets by cuts ®f this sort need 
to be sure that this is what they 
intend. 

The National Corporation for the 
Care of Old People has had toe 
benefit of Mr Hanson’s personal 
devotion to voluntary organizations, 
and would be sorry if bis enthusi¬ 
asm for statutory social services 
caused a misunderstanding of issues 
that are very important to the volun¬ 
tary sector.

The following i s me text of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury's en¬ 
thronement sermon: 

St. Luke, chapter i, verse 32 
ilrom the Gospel for tbe day) 

. , d t “ e „ an e e * s^d to Mary 

Jesus shall be great and shall 
be called the son of the highest, 
tuJd the Lord God shall give him 
the throne of bis father David.’ ” 

Jesus was given a throne. That 
means he was given authority, but 
authority of what kind, and bow 
did be come by it ? 

On the day of his own enthrone¬ 
ment, an archbishop does well to 
ponder such matters, which touch 
not only him but the whole 
Christian community. The church 
exists as an embodiment of Jesus 
Christ. It exists to express God's 
!ove for men and to draw men to 
an ewer deeper love of God. 

We are doing ■ this work as we 
become more like Jesus Christ. 

Our proper authority comes by 
being like him and our way to a 
throne must be like his way. 

Of course tbe church has often 
tried to take short cute to 
authority, enforcing respect and 
obedience by worldly means and 
so obscuring tbe face of God. I 
Have . inherited a substantial 
supply of weapons which once 
equipped tbe archbishop's private 
army. Men "of power sat In that 
chair and their pikes now decorate 
the walls of Lambeth Palace. 
Museum pieces ? 

But the temptation to gain the 
church’s end by using -the world’s 
means Is stiH with us. We are 
tempted to organize ourselves like 
any other party or pressure group, 
to establish sharper dividing 
tines between chose who are mem¬ 
bers and those who are not, to 
compere more *ggressive)y for 
attention from the public, to 
recruit new members with a 
strident self-confidence which 
suggests that we have nothing to 
learn, to persuade with a loud 
voice rather chan with the quiet 
reason of the heart. 

Salesmanship may seem a sens¬ 
ible strategy for securing the 
church's prosperity aod survival 
as an institution. I do not wish 
to be misunderstood. Any Church 
which does not make demands on 
those who caS. themselves Chris¬ 
tian, and which does not desire 
to draw others Into the company 
of those who know God and love 
Him, is deaf to die resounding 
commission of tbe Lord winch has 
just been read. 

We have spiritual treasure in 
die words of life; but it matters 
desperately how oar treasure is 
shared, how those ends are pur¬ 
sued anti how the church series to 
exercise authority. 

Aggression and compulsion was 
not the way of Jesus Christ, the 


homeless wanderer, die son of 
God who came among us In the 
Torm of a servant and shared our 
suffering. 

When you are a friend to every¬ 
one, whether they belong to your 
grMp or not, when you have felt 
suffering, pos’erty and sickness, 
not necessarily in your own person 
but by being a friend to those who 
sufFer, then you are Jed Into a 
depth of love which the hard- 
boiled never glimpse or attain. 

This deep unsentimental love— 
parr toughness, part sensitivity— 
has in itself an authority which 
raaktt people question and change 
the way in which they are living. 

You can see it In the life of our 
contemporary. Mother Teresa of 
Calcutta. She is almost powerless, 
but she speaks and acts with 
Christ's own authority. She is 
hugely influential in a world dis¬ 
tracted and confused by the stri¬ 
dent clamour of pressure groups 
and rival theories. 

If the chord] acts as if it pos¬ 
sessed its answers to life's prob¬ 
lems tied up in neat packages. It 

may be beard for a nnc. It may 
rally some waverers ; but its influ¬ 
ence will not last. It win conftan 
others in their suspicion and hos¬ 
tility. To them it will mean that 
the church, like every other human 
Institution, Is TTBririny y bid for 
power. Even when we speak, as 
we must, the life-giving truths in 
the precious worts of scripture 
handed down to ns, those words 
can lack authority because what 
we are will deny what we say, 
and we will not be able to under¬ 
stand deeply ourselves what we 
are saying. 

For the church to have the 
authority of Jesus Christ, it must 
□or merely repeat tbe definitions 
of belief dstiUed by onr foreran- 
ners, vitally important tiioush this 
is. The church must live now as 
Jesus Christ would live now. 

lake Isaiah of old. we must 
begin by admitting that we have 
fallen short ctf the vision which is 
given to us; but his response was 

Woe is me for I am a man of 
unclean Ups and I dwell in the 
ntidst of a people of unclean 
lips This penitence should be a 
constant note of our life in the 
church. Today we celebrate tbe 
response to God's call made by a 
young woman of no greet family 
or education. She was able to bear 
God speaking In a way which was, 
and is, not possible for the 
worldly-wise with tbe crust of suc¬ 
cess which cakes the eyes and 
coven the ears. ** How shall these 
things he ? ** Wonder, loogine, 
obedience are the mixture in 
Mary, the first to respond to tile 
caH of God in Christ. 

So tbe strange authority of 
Christ's church begins not in the 
assumption that we possess ail the 


answers but in our recognition of 
our poverty of spirit. From that 
can come a real longing to hear 
God speak. One of the major 
tiiesnes of the New Testament is 
that a sense of possession gets in 
the way of spiritual growth. Our 
lives must be full of longing as 
m struggle to become more 
Christ-like. 

One task which is going to 
occupy much of my time Is gain¬ 
ing some knowledge of tbe world¬ 
wide Anglican communion. There 
are nearly 70.000,000 Anglicans 
spread hi every continent with a 
great variety of styles of life. I 
am soon to attend an enthrone¬ 
ment in Central Africa of an arch¬ 
bishop for a new French-speaking 
province of the Anglican commun¬ 
ion. Archbishop Bezaleri will he 
enthroned in very different cir¬ 
cumstances. No cathedral, let 
alone trumpets there. 

This service in Canterbury, so 
carefully prepared, so magnifi¬ 
cently beautiful, speaks eloquently 
of ibe glory of God and the dig¬ 
nity which God gives to man by 
lovkig them. Its pageantry speaks, 
too. of Englisb tradition of which 
we are rightly proud. Countries, 
like individuals, only thrive if 
they are loved, and 1 am proud 
of a religious tradition which, in 
attempting to blend freedom and 
religious conviction, has coloured 
a nation’s life and sometimes been 
paid for in blood. 

But it may be that the simple 
service to which I shall so In 
Africa will prove more eloquent 
about the uncluttered way in 
which tbe church should five now. 
about tbe unpretentious character 
of real Christian authority. 

There is no place in our under¬ 
standing of authority for the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to visit 
Africa like some reigning monarch 
descending oa a viceroy. I will be 
there to share what we have in 
England with our brothers and 
sisters and to learn what they have 
to teach us about personal discip¬ 
line and sacrifice, and about the 
fresh joy of b e ing a new follower 
of Christ. 

The same approach will be vital 
in relationship with other Chris¬ 
tian churches. It fills my heart 
with great hope to see so many 
Christian leaders assembled here, 
from every part of the globe. 

The vitality and spiritual energy 
represented here could be a great 
force for world peace and social 
justice. Much is being done 
already, but we are hampered by 
our divisions, and tbe world¬ 
wide Christian church will not be 
able to speak the authority of 
Christ until it speaks with one 
voice. Few would dissent from 
ibar, bot bow is it to be 
achieved ? 

I believe that negotiations 
aimed at merging institutions have 
only a limited usefulness without 


the sort of work in which 1 have 
had a dny share In recent years 
as across ancient theological mis- 
understandings and sharp political 
frontiers we have tried to discern 
the mind of Christ. 

Brotherhood grows not by rwo 
people obsessively discussing each 
other’s personality but by two 
people looking in the same direc¬ 
tion. working together and experi¬ 
encing new things together. 

A bumble willingness to work in 
this way and to accept disappoint¬ 
ment when progdess seems slow 
has been 3 mark of the ministry 
of both my predecessors. Arch¬ 
bishop Ramsey ami Archbishop 
Coggan. They both saw that true 
Christian unity came from the 
sheep rallying to the call of the 
master and not from the sheep 
deciding to liuddlc together 
against tbe storm. 

Christ does not only draw us 
closer to our fellow Christians. 
If wc arc to be followers of him. 
we will be led into friendship 
with the host of thoughtful and 
honest men and women ontsidc 
the church who arc aware that 
the world is out of joint, peril¬ 
ously close to famine and war. 
that the streets are more and 
more dangerous for the weak, 
that families are breaking up, per¬ 
haps their own lives are In a mess. 
Christ draws us close to many 
people wbo seek God and who 
may be doing his will more 
effectively than those who can 
say to Christ “ Lord, Lord 

You know bow sometimes in an 
English garden you find a mare. 
The trouble is go get to the centre 
of all those hedges. It is easy 
to get lost. T had a dream of a 
maze. There were some people 
very close to the centre, only a 
single hedge separated them from 
the very heart of (he maze bur 
they could not find a way through. 
They bad taken a wrong turn 
right at tbe very beginning and 
would have to return to the gate 
if they were to make any further 
progress. Bur- just outside the 
gate others were standing. They 
were further away from the heart 
of the maze, but they would be 
there sooner than the party that 
fretted and fumed inside. 

1 long to be able to speak while 
archbishop with men arid women 
wbo stand outside the Christian 
church. I would say to them : 
“ You can teach us so much if 
together we could look for the 
secret of tbe maze-like muddle In 
which the world finds itself." I 
ask for your prayers that I may 
be given tbe grace to speak like 
that and listen. 

But I must stand also not at 
tbe edge but at tbe very centre 
of the Christian company as 
supporter and encoorager—and my 
particular heroes among those who 
speak for Christ and follow his 
way are found in places where

priest and people, men and women, 
of different ages, change tbe 
atmosphere of their local com¬ 
munity. drawn? people to Christ 
by the authority that their honesty 
and love and sendee win for them. 

This way of living and sharing, 
admitting our own tailings and 
our longings, is not what people 
expect from those who sit on 
Urones. 

Spsak out, condemn, denounce 
is who: is expected. But tbe throne 
Of Jesus is a .mercy-seal, it stands 
firm against all tbe vilsness of 
the world hut it stands also for 
compassion. The way of Jesus 
means reverencing people whether 
they belong to our party or not. 
The strategy of Jesus menus i 
clian^inc lives with love. 

This is a hard way and people 
tend to want it only In theory. 
The erv is " the Church must give 
a firm lead". Yes, it must, a 
firm lead against rigid thinking, 
a judging temper of mind, the 
disposition to over-simplify the 
difficult and complex problems. If 
the church gives Jesus Christ's 
son of lead it will not be popular. 

It may even be despised for fail¬ 
ing to grasp the power which is 
offered to it in the confusions 
and fears of oar contemporaries. 

Buc it will be a church not only 
close to the mind of Jesus, it will 
find Itself constantly pushing back 
the frontiers of the possible. ** For 
with God nothing is impossible.” 
And it will be a church tonfident 
with rhe promise of Jesus " Lo. J 
am with you always, even to the 
end of tbe ages 

That is why this Is a service of 
glorious celebration. 

But the personal dedication 
around which it revolves is a dedi¬ 
cation to the way of Jesus Christ, 
and the support of all who share 
with me in this day will find no 
better expression than in the per¬ 
sonal dedication of all wbo can 
follow with me in that way. 

It is not just rhe Pontifex, that 
rather grand title which simply 
means “ bridge-builder We are 
all to be die bridge-builders in tbe 
world, the bridge between God and 
man, found for us In tbe face of 
Jesus Christ, tbe bridge between 
the Jesus of history and the living 
Chrisr of our experience, toe 
bridge between Christian and 
Christian, tbe bridge between 
Christians and a world where our 
allies will be the God-seekers, the 
peace-makers, and fr lends of the 
poor. 

But if you would seek to put 
the world to tights, do you begin 
with some other person or with 
yourself? It is a day to remember 
that tbe confrontation of God with 
man calls out not the interest of 
the spectator but the fresh and 
renewed response of the seeker. 
“ Here am I, send me. I am the 
Lord’s servant. As you have 
spoken—so be it." 


MGR OSCAR ROMERO 
Champion of human rights 


Mgr Oscar Amutfo Romero, 
.Archbishop of San Salvador, was 
a ss assinated in San Salvador on 
March 24. Ho was 63. Mgr 
Romero had made tumselt 
known far beyond his own coun¬ 
try for the courage with which 
he spoke out against repressmn 
and brutality. Since becoming 
Archbishop in February, 1977, 
be had publicly advocated res¬ 
pect far human rights, in spite 
of threats against his own life, 
and become a towering figure 
in tbe life- of El Salvador. 

His sermons every Sunday in 
tbe cathedral of San Salvador 
ware an important event, broad¬ 
cast across the country by the 
Catholic radio station. In them, 
be denounced tbe violence of 
the armed forces, and called 
for far-reaching reforms which 
would enable the country’s 
peasants to live a better Hfe, 

In 1978, after a visit to Ei 
Salvador by a British par¬ 
liamentary delegation, Mgr 
Romero was nominated for the 
Nobel Peace Prize by 13 j 8 MPs 
and peers of all parties. 

He was born on August 15, 
1917, In Ciudad Barrios. El 
Salvador, was ordained »n 1942, 
and became a bishop in 1970. 
When be was appointed to the 
San Salvador see it was as the 
appointee of the military gov¬ 
ernment, because until then he 
had been known as a spiritual 
and conservative man who 
would not cause the government 
trouble. Activist Catholics were 
disappointed at the choice. 

But soon after he became 
archbishop, a Jesuit priest, a 
friend of his, who had been 
working with peasants, was 
killed by rightists, and this 
transformed his attitude. He re-

A single gold medal awarded at show

The flower and garden equip¬ 
ment show of tbe Royal Horti¬ 
cultural Society fills the New Hall, 
Westminster, to capacity and there 
is mucb to interest visitors. Not 
only do the plants make a colour¬ 
ful display but the gardening 
hardware is attracting considerable 
attention. 

Janies Trefaane and Sops, Wlm- 
borne, have staged a large and 
effective display of camellias and 
are xbe worthy winners of the only 
gold medal awarded at this show. 
The company overcame tbe recent 
late frosts by moving tbe plants 
under glass, and are thus show¬ 
ing some excellent specimens. 

Worthy of note are * Debbie % 
pale cerise, * Cl arris Fawcetx , 
pink, * Jingle Bells ’, red. 4 Grand 
Jury \ pink. * Donation pink, 

* Interval pink with yellow 
centre, a new unnamed variety 
with pale, almost ivory-pink 
flowers, and * Frost Queen \ 
Ivory. 

There Is a lovely display of 
daffodils showing tbe considerable 
colour range now available in 
these spring flowers. Among tbe 
varieties are ' Ice Follies white, 

* Stadium ivory with a yellow 
cup. * Golden Ducat \ double 
yellow, * Red Devon yellow wltb 
orange cup, * Spellbinder 1 , lime- 
green, and the little yellow 
miniature * Tete a Tete *. 

There are many other spring 
flowering bulbous planes exhfbited 
also, as well as a number of early 
blooming alpine plants, such as 
Andromeda PoUfotia ‘ Macro- 
pbylla pinlc, Androsace cornea 
haUeri. white, and the. saxifrages 
S. burserana, grey leaf clumps 
with red stemmed white flowers,

An exhibit of house plants, - 
tndudfng becomes and brometiads. 
Is effective, aod contains also the 
utHEnal VeUhcimia ciridzflora. 
with tall spikes of pink and green 
beX-sboped flowers, and the attrac¬ 
tive CUvia minima with yellow 
and orange blooms. 

There are two displays of bou¬

MISS E. E. S. PROCTER 


Miss E. E. S. Procter, Prin¬ 
cipal of St Hugh’s College, Ox¬ 
ford, 1946-52, has died at the 
age of 82. 

Evelyn Emma Stefanos Proc¬ 
ter was the fourth Principal of 
St Hugh's College, Oxford. 
Born on June 6, 1897 and edu¬ 
cated at Corrau School for Girls, 
Watford, and Cheltenham 
Ladies’ College, she went to 
Somerville as a Commoner in 
1915, when the College building 
was a hospital and the under¬ 
graduates were housed in Oriel- 
She gained a blue for lacrosse 
and a distinguished first class 
in Modern History, and after 
two years at St Felix, South- 
wold, a school in which she 
always took a great interest, 
she was elected Mary Somer¬ 
ville Research Fellow by her 
College. Work on the constitu¬ 
tion of mediaeval Spain took 
her to the Peninsula, where a 
solitary woman scholar was at 
that time a respected but em¬ 
barrassing visitor to tbe 
archives- 

She became Tutor at St 
Hugh’s College in 1925, just 
after the schism which bad 
ended with the death of Miss 
Jourdain and the appointment 
of Miss Gwyer as Principal, and 
Fellow in the following year. 
Tuberculosis caught in Spain 
sent her to Switzerland for two 
years, and she was told that 
the climate of Oxford would be 
fatal; but she resolutely deter¬ 
mined to prove the doctors 
wrong, and from then on her 
life was identified with the his¬ 
tory of St Hugh’s. 

She took a leading part in the 
restoration of its reputation and 
in its architectural and aca¬ 
demic development. She re¬ 
mained in Oxford during the 
Second World War, when St 
Hugh’s undergraduates in turn 
were scattered to make room for 
a hospital, and in 1946 she was 
elected Principal. She was a 
wise and realistic administrator, 
who planned for the future 
with a firm grasp of rhe needs 
of tbe present. In 1948, when 
the M&ison Franeaise was 
opened on land owned by tbe 


College, she was made Cheval¬ 
ier dc la Legion d'Honneur, 
an honour which, as she always 
insisted, was given to her as 
Principal and not as an individ¬ 
ual. 

When she retired in 1962 she 
was elected to an Honorary 
Fellowship. She was then able 
to give all her time to a book 
on the constitution of medieval 
Sastile, interrupted only by her 
characteristic undertaking to 
write a history of St Hugh's. 
The book has been accepted 
by the Cambridge University 
Press and sbe was working on 
the proofs when she died. 
It is hoped that the book will 
be published later this year. 

In spite of her aptitude for 
administration. Miss Procter 
was by nature a scholar. She 
was a’Fellow of the Royal His¬ 
torical Society and an authority 
on mediaeval Spain, perhaps 
better known abroad than in 
this country. In 1949, however, 
she was invited to give the Nor¬ 
man Maccoll lectures at Cam¬ 
bridge, and they were published 
in 1951 as Alfonso X of Castile, 
Patron of Literature and Learn¬ 
ing. 

The time she devoted to the 
College was both a sacrifice of 
her chief pleasure and a lots 
of historical studies. Her refusal 
to give way to ill health was 
characteristic of her tens city of 
purpose. A reluctant speaker, 
she achieved an apparently 
effortless lucidity by painful 
preparation. Though anything 
which die thought self-seeking 
or disingenuous roused her to 
a white neat of fury, she seldom 
showed her feelings. In spite of 
-the strength of her convictions, 
she was rather more than fair to 
opponents, and although one of 
her strongest convictions was 
that a University is above all a 
place of sound learning, she was 
kindly towards undergraduates 
who thought otherwise. Her 
mature wisdom, her grave and 
somewhat remote courtesy, and 
her disciplined strength of 
character were obvious to aj]; 
only a few knew her unostenta¬ 
tious generosity and her sensi¬ 
tive consideration for others. 


ADMIRAL SIR HAROLD KINAHAN 


Admiral Sir Harold Kinahan, 
KBE, C.B, a former president 
of the Royal Naval College 
Greenwich, died on March 22, 
at the age of 86. A gunnery 
specialist, he had been Vice- 
President and President of the 
Ordnance Board. 

Harold Richard George Kina- 
ban was the son of Vice-Admiral 
R. G. Kinahan, and was born 
on June 4, 1893. He entered 
Osborne College as a naval 
cadet in 1906. From 1910 to 
1913 be was a midshipman of 
tbe battleship Hindustan, and 
the cruiser Cochrane. He was 
a sub-lieutenant in the Cochrane 
when the First World War 
began. As a lieutenant he 
joined the new battleship 
Queen Elizabeth, in- which he 
served until 1918 in the Eastern 
Mediterranean and the Grand 
Fleet. He was commended for 
service in action at Gallipoli 
in 1915. 

From 1918 to 1920 he was at 
tbe gunnery school and from 
1920 to 1922 was gunnery 
officer of the battle cruiser 
Repulse. Subsequent appoint¬ 
ments included Gunnery Officer 
of HMS Hood, 1925-27; Naval 
Ordnance Department. 1927-29; 
and the Tactical School at Ports¬ 


mouth, 1931-34. From 1934 to 
1937 he was Assistant, subse¬ 
quently Deputy Director of 
Naval Ordnance. 

From 1937 to 1940 he com¬ 
manded the cruiser Orion. 
From 1940 to 1942 he was 
Captain of the Fleet on the 
staff of the Cominender-u> 
Chief, Home Fleet, in HMS 
Nelson, and in 1942 took com¬ 
mand of the new battleshio 
HMS Anson. From 3943 ro 3945 
he was Director of Personal 
Services at the Admiralty. From 
December. 1945 to 1947 he com¬ 
manded the 15th Cruiser Squad¬ 
ron, Mediterranean Fleet, and 
from 1947 to 1949 was Senior 
Naval Member and Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of che Ordnance Board. 
In March, 1949, he succeeded 
Major-General F. St .D. B. 
Lejeune as President of' the 
Ordnance Board. He became 
President of the Royal Naval 
College, Greenwich, in March, 
1950, holding' the appointment 
until his retirement in 1952. 

He was made CBE in 1942; 
CB ia 1945; and KBE in 1949. 

He married in 1919 Maty 
Kathleen Downes, Deputy 
Principal, WRNS, and had- two 
daughters. His wife died in 
1970. 


PROFESSOR W. E. ARMSTRONG 


Professor W. E. Armstrong, 
formerly of Southampton Uni¬ 
versity, died on March 10 at 
the age of 84. 

His adult life began with his 
service in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps during the First 
World War m which he lost a 
leg. Returning to Cambridge he 
involved himself actively . in 
Bertrand Russell’s peace move¬ 
ment at the same time taking 
up what was to became his life’s 
work, a continuing and sensi¬ 
tive study of the condition of 
man, embracing simultaneously 
tbe areas of anthropology, 
philosophy and economics. For 
many years he assisted the Uni¬ 
versity of Cambridge as a 
college tutor in these and other 
subjects. 

Long before New Guinea re¬ 
vealed itself to be tile anthropo¬ 
logical hoaeypot that it now is, 
Wallace Armstrong visited and 
wrote about Rossel Island, in 
particular about its unique 


monetary system. His thoughts 
on primitive money led naturally 
on to a more general enquiry 
into the nature and significance 
of saving and investment, pub¬ 
lished in the same year as 
Keynes' General Theory. He was 
never convinced by Keynes and 
spoke often of his misgivings. 

Much of bis academic wnting 
reflected bis interest in tbe con¬ 
cept of utility -which in turn 
sprang from a deep belief that 
there must exist, if only it could 
be found, a “ system " of organ¬ 
ization much better fitted to 
serve the needs erf society than 
any we presently know. He was, 
however, Quick to see the diffi¬ 
culties, even in his own pro¬ 
posals. C tj4 

In 1939 he was induced to 
leave his home in Kent to come 
to teach in Southampton Uni¬ 
versity College later to be the 
University of Southampton. In 
due course be was elected pro¬ 
fessor. He retired in 1961.

National Coal Board estimates that Britain has 
300 years supply of coal have been challenged in 
a report published by The Royal Society. 

The report is a collection of evidence presented 
to the Commission on Energy and the Environ¬ 
ment and concludes: M Serious doubts arise as to 
tbe justification for the National Coal Board esti¬ 
mate of 300 years supply of indigenous coal. By 
way of contrast the current operating reserves of 
6.000 million tonnes lying at depths of less than 
4,000 feet will be exhausted not much beyond the 
turn of the century ”, 

The report does concede that there are known 
to be considerable quantities of coal at depths 
greater than 4,000 feet but that none of the methods 
being considered for extraction at these depths 
looks economically promising.

U S curbs overshadow Paris talks

Senior officials from the 
treasuries and central banks of 
the world’s 10 roost prosperous

Today's meeting of the Group

8p off in cut price petrol war

A petrol price war has broken 
out in the north of England.

Even s, the easy availability 
sullies and the cut price deals 
being offered by some refiners 
in the United Kingdom, coupled 
with tbe fall in day to day 
profit margins on me Sorter- 
dam oil market, have created a 
markedly different situation to 
that of six months ago. 

The drive to a reduction in 
prices, with some petrol stations 
selling four star for as low as 
114p a gallon compared to an 
average 121p in the south, has 
been helped by the tendency of 


hypermarkets to use petrol as 
a loss leader to attract more 
custom. 

At the same time petrol sales 
have risen by 10 per cent dur¬ 
ing the first two months, but 
a fall in the overall sales of 
petroleum products of 13 per 
ceni has kept supplies flowing 
freely. 

The price cutting' in the 
north is thought unlikely to 
spread southwards. It is influ¬ 
enced by the proximity of 
refineries and rbe easy access 
of shipments from the Rotter¬ 
dam market with tbe willing¬ 
ness of the smaller United 
Kingdom majors to compete for.

One possibility would be for 
the Treasury to set up a mer¬ 
chant bank division which 
would supply loan packages to 
meet the individual needs of 
public enterprises, Professor 
HReath said. 

As long as such proposals fell 
within the framework of strate¬ 
gies approved bv a sponsoring 
minister and did not involve 
government subsidies, there 
would be no 'reason why com- 
mercsffil criteria should not 
apply. 

“ The Treasury merchant 
bank could receive its annual 


entitlement to funds either 
through tbe National Loans 
Fund or more directly. 
Experience in assessing 
external financing require¬ 
ments wo old be concentrated in 
a business-based part of the 
Treasury instead of being 
dispersed among several depart¬ 
ments ”, he said. 

Professor Heath said that 
Governments should abandon 
attempts to impose financial 
targets and allow or perhaps 
require that public corporations 
should determine their own 
targets in the light of the gov¬ 
ernment policies and business 
circumstances. The current 
array of controls suggested 
that the Government did not 
trust public enterprises.'

A six-point strategy for an 
international energy programme 
which could “move our world 
away from the edge of an 
abyss * was outlined yesterday 
by' Shaikh Abmed Zalri Yamani, 
the Saudi .Arabian minister for 
petroleum and mineral re¬ 
sources. 

Shaikh Yamani, who was a 
guest speaker at the Institute of 
Directors annual convention in 
London, criticized western busi¬ 
ness and political leaders for 
hesitation and indecision about 
finding an alternative energy 
source. 

In a dear reference to nu¬ 
clear power, he urged the re¬ 
moval ‘ of environmental con¬ 
straints. The danger of energy 
shortfalls arising from dwindl¬ 
ing oil stocks was, he implied, 
less than the hazards as sod at ed 
with the removal or at least the 
mitigation of constraints on the 
development of nuclear fueL 

“ Although such a move can 
be a bit hazardous, it does not 
presage a disaster, as commonly 
claimed. Impending energy 
shortfalls on the other hand 
would bring about a world 
catastrophe which could under¬ 
mine world civilization ”, be 
said. 

" Decisions must be taken 
nor.* by the leading industrial¬ 
ized countries aimed at the in¬ 
tensification of a host of energy 
sources which occur in abun¬ 
dance and whose prospects look 
quite promising.™ 

In addition to developing 
energy sources otber than oil, 
the minister’s programme in¬ 
voiced greater energy conserva¬ 
tion by industrial countries and 
technical and financial help to 
develop resources in energy- 
deprived areas. 


Although energy sources such 
as coal and hydroelectricity 
could be used by developing 
countries, most bave opted fer 
orl. “The question then arises 
as to whether the industrialized 
countries, by otct consuming 
world oil supplies, bare already 
deprived the developing nations 
of their Eair share ”, he said. 

He blamed world media for 
not contributing constructively 
towards informing the public 
of the .true situation. “The 
salient features of energy 
should be stressed as a whole, 
with special reference to the 
relative scarcity of oil; the 
urgent need to limit its use to 
sectors where existing techno¬ 
logy limits the use of an 
alternative, and the necessity to 
aacceterate the efficiency of oil 
use even in these sectors”, he 
said. 

Unless we put these proposals 
into practice, the world must 
prepare to face “ recurrent 
events similar to those that 
came about in tbe course of 
1979, but with increasingly 
severe consequences with each 
repetition.” Referring to events 
«n Iran he said that “ the 
elements of erratic behaviour 
and unpredictable actions in 
this world have, over the last 
few years, proliferated to such 
an extent as to render the pre¬ 
vailing problems possibly in¬ 
soluble. These elements pose 
such a grave problem that they 
could probably jeopardize the 
structure ©F the world energy 
trade.” 

He said that protectionist 
moves could jbe dangerous and 
the Community would try to 
provide countervailing argu¬ 
ments. 

“ The Community still has 
more to lose than to gain from 
generalized protection and we 
have to find an alternative 
solution to industrial adjust¬ 
ment,” he said.

Tight economic 


survey says

A warning that the expected 
economic slowdown may be 
sharper and more protracted 
than foreseen if governments 
stick to generalized and per¬ 
sistently restrictive policies is 
given in tbe annual survey by 
tube United Notions Economic 
Commission for Europe (ECE). 

Describing the latest round of 
oil price increases as “ the most 
imoprtant single factor in the 
faltering climate and worsening 
expectations ”, the survey says 
the experience of 1974-75 pro¬ 
vided a lesson in the harmful 
effects of stop-go policies on 
inflation and growth. 

It emphasizes how slim has 


been the success recorded by 
most west European economies 
in their anti-inflation measures, 
“ though the cost paid in terms 
oE employment, output and 

productivity growth has been 
high ” 

An average growth rate of 
1.9 per cent is forecast for the 
13 industrialized countries 
covered- by the survey. The 
only buoyant markets are likely 
to be in the oil-exporting 
countries will again probably 
accrue to tbe larger west Euro¬ 
pean economies as well as 
Switzerland, the United States, 
and Japan. Japan has substan¬ 
tially improved its price com¬ 
petitiveness. 

The survey says the paueru 
of inflation will depend a great 
deal on wages rates and how- 
oil prices rise. It puts the 


average consumer price infla¬ 
tion in western Europe this year 
at about 10 per cent, compared 
with 7.7 per cent in 1979. 

The EEC economists under¬ 
line that the pattern oF interna¬ 
tional inflation represents some¬ 
thing new in the post-war 
period, namely widely aod per¬ 
sistently diverging national 
rar?s of inflation. 

They see the ensuing ex¬ 
change rate adjustments as an 
important lin in this inflation¬ 
ary process and state that much 
of present economic policy 
efforts consist of bringing about 
a convergence of these rates. 

The legacy of inflation in 
various countries .will be bard 
to shed in a world exposed_ to 
successive inflationary im¬ 
pulses, the survey says. While 
the world economy has become 



progressively more integrated, 
international economic coopera¬ 
tion has not kept step with this 
development. 

The survey also emphasizes 
that the latest oil price in¬ 
creases may have disruptive 
effects on" the international 
monetary system. It argues that, 
although recycling the surplus 
of the Organization of Oil Ex¬ 
porting Countries (Opec) has 
functioned fairly well since 
1973, it will become much more 
difficult to place increases in 
those revenues so_ that the 
alternative of keeping the oil 
in the ground is not more 
profitable for producers. 

Private financial circuits may

Sir, Alan Clark- is to .be con¬ 
gratulated on his well reasoned 
exposition of the case for pro¬ 
tectionism (March '7).

In the short term tins means 
restoring economic growth, 
improving the balance of pay¬ 
ments, reducing the P5BR, 
increasing business confidence, 
and fostering better industrial 
relations. In my opinion the 
United Kingdom economy is not 
strong enough to achieve these, 
objectives without - statutory 
measures to restrict the volume 
of imports. 

Postwar fiscal strategies have 
consistently proved to cany 
unacceptable side-effects result¬ 
ing in premature reversals .of 
approach. Similarly, monetarism 
has been shown to be far more 
effective in a strong titan in a 
weak economy. 

Tbe virtue of statutory im¬ 
port controls is that a major 
constraint within the economy 
can be held in check, thus 
allowing the freedom for the 
government to pursue policies 
which would otherwise have 
produced an unacceptable bal¬ 
ance of payments deficit. It is 
fnr this reason that a period 
of import restraint might bene¬ 
fit the United . Kiaedotn 
economy even in the unlikely 
case of significant reprisals by 
our trading partners. 

Japan and France have both 
demonstrated that a successful 
economy is not necessarily 
achieved bv avoiding unpopular 
actions.

Britain must cot allow its 
lead in viewdata and teletext 
technology rn be eroded, Mr 
David Mitchell, Parliamentary 
Under-Secretary of State for 
Industry, said last night." 

In a speech prepared for 
delivery at a preview of the 
Viewdata ’SO conference at 
Wembley Conference Centre, 
Mr Mitchell said : " In the use 
and application of Prestel and 
teletext we are leading the 
world; however we must_ not 
be complacent. Our margin is 
narrow—one or two years at 
the most. 

“ Government, industry, the 
Post Office, BBC and ITV must 
all do their utmost to ensure 
that we maximize our own com¬ 
mercial benefit from tins inven¬ 
tion and that we do not, as has 
happened with some other in¬ 
ventions, allow our lead to be 
eroded and for others to profit 
from our innovation.” 

Prestel is the Post Office’s 
viewdata service which enables 
pages of information to be 
called up via the telephone net¬ 
work and displayed on a tele¬ 
vision screen. Telerext is the 
generic name for the broadcast 
services—the BBC’s Ceefax and 
ITV’s Orade—which similarly 
provide pages of information on 
the television screen. 

Mr Mitchell announced that 
the Department of Industry was 
developing an experimental 
internal viewdata system which 
would have access also to the 
external Prestel service. 

“The system will comprise 
up to 30 to 40 terminals access¬ 
ing specially designed databases 
containing information of par¬ 
ticular departmental interest”, 
Mr Mitcehll said. “A number 
of large United Kingdom com¬ 
panies have already shown con¬ 
siderable interest in this inter¬ 
nal system which, we hope, will 
gave a stimulus to the use of 
viewdata in tbe business envir¬ 
onment.” 

On the related technology of 
teletext Mr Mitchell said; “ We 
are the only country with a 
fully operational national broad¬ 
cast telerext system. Over 
200,000 people are now using 
teletext as a regular feature of 
their lives and this number is 
increasing day by day. 

“ We are already on the way 
to a new generation of en¬ 
hanced teletext which will bimg 
the information era into the 
homes Of millions of ordinary 
citizens. Manv countries have 
decided to join us in exploring 
the full potential of enhanced 
teletext.” 

Prestel was “a British tech¬ 
nological first” of great bene¬ 
fit to domestic and business 
users alike, Mr Mitchell ■ said, 
and those benefits were already 
coming through in many areas. 
Prestel had already stimulated 
a wide range of research and 
devcloDmenr work on viewdata 
systems generally.

really threaten our privacy? 


We are used to the idea of 
'national frontiers being barriers 
'to cbe -passage of people and 
; goods, but traditionally informa¬ 
tion has flowed across diem un¬ 
hindered, at least in the non- 
: conmrumsz world. There are 
signs chat ■ rfcris 'is about to 
•change. 

International companies - in 
particular are very worried 
;that their communications, and 
hende. their ability ro' do 
business, will be severely ham¬ 
pered as restrictions are im¬ 
posed by various countries on 
what is becoming known as 
. r< xransbor<Jer data flow”.' 

Concern over personal- pri¬ 
vacy is the reason cited most 
often by government for con- 
- trolling" trans-border data flow. 
Laws are being imposed in 
several countries oo the opera¬ 
tion of computer data banks, 
in order to prevent evasion of 
controls these laws must in¬ 
clude restrictions on the send¬ 
ing of data to other countries 
where there are no such laws— 
the so-called “data havens”. 

■ Britain is one of the tatter, 
and British businessmen are be¬ 
coming worried that foreign 
governments may cut-off such 
vital flows of information -from 
overseas subsidiaries and trad¬ 
ing - partners as personal files, 
payroll accounts, information 
on 'orders from private civsto- 
mers and address lists for mail 
order operations. This, it • is 
feared, would bring much 
profitable activity-to a halt. 

• Wfrar can we do? The answer, 
;put forward by several pressure 
.groups and trade associations, 
ifs thac we should pass laws to 
control data books. But,' would 
isucb legislation in fact effec¬ 
tively protect personal -privacy? 

It could be a colossal and 
expensive bureaucratic intru¬ 
sion into tire activities of both 
companies and individuals. It 
would be absurd for us to pass 
futile and unnecessary laws just 
because . other countries mis- 
guidsdly thought them a good- 
idea. 

The argument over “ data 
protection ” has- been going on 
for more than a decade. The 
“ privacy lobby ” claims that the 
accumulation in. computers _ of 
large amounts of information 
about individuals is a threat to 
the privacy of those concerned, 
and that such information 
would enable governments and *

large corporations to infringe 
people’s rights. 

How exactly they would do 
tius is no i specified, but con¬ 
cern over die mercer has been 
strong enough to induce several 
countries to bring in legislation. 
In West Germany, a data 
ombudsman has been appointed 
to oversee the implementation 
of the law, and in Sweden. 
France, Austria and Norway, the 
individual* is given the legal 
right to see information held 
about him and change it if be 
desires. 

A scheme for United King¬ 
dom legislation was put forward 
by Sir Norman Uodop’s Dara 
Protection Committee in Decem¬ 
ber 1978 and it has been gather¬ 
ing dust in the Rome Office 
ever since. Under the Lindop 
propuosafe, ‘ a Data Protection 
Authority 1DPA) would be set 
up which would maintain a 
register of data bank opera¬ 
tions—including chose of cen¬ 
tral and local government—and 
would ley down codes of prac¬ 
tice. 

The DPA would act as its own 
enforcement agency and would 
have powers to enter premises 
and bring prosecutions. But 


does the nation of crying to 
control computer data by legis¬ 
lation make sense at all? A 
growing body of opinion both 
inside and outside the computer 
industry thinks not. 

There is a shortage of bard 
evidence that computers are 
causing an invasion of privacy. 
The Lindop commitree, lie 
Younger committee before it, 
and the United States Privacy 
Study Commission were 'all 
unable to find any significant 
examples, despite years of 
investigation. In ’ instances 
quoted by others, it usually 
turns out that the computer is 
not the real culprit, and that 
such wrongs as there are can 
be dealt with under existing 
laws. 

At a conference of local 
authorities on the subject of 
data projection one computer 
manager said: “ We are in dan¬ 
ger of legislating against witch¬ 
craft.” 

Certainly much of the pub¬ 
lic’s fear of computers stems 
from an exaggerated idea of 
what they can do. The notion 
of one huge nationwide data. 
bank containing everyone’s per¬ 
sonal details is intriguing but 


in reality not a practical pro¬ 
position. The automatic correla- 
ticn of data from different 
sources is much more difficult 
than people imagine. 

Even if controls were neces¬ 
sary or desirable, they still 
could not achieve-what they set 
out to do. At a computer in¬ 
dustry lobby presentation to 
MPs "at H’estminster recently 
the data processing manager of 
3 large international concern 
commented: “I use a computer 
r-’nvbrk with access points in 
26 countries including a public 
call box in' Peru. How can any 
Data Protection Authority hope 
to find out what I am doing 
with mv data, where ? ” 

Ir is broadly agreed, even by 
Sir Norman Undop, that any¬ 
one who is determined to bide 
data, io a computer system will 
succeed.- As fof cross-border 
controls, miniaturization and 
other technical developments 
are making data smuggling an 
easy proposition. 

Even among supporters of 
the principle of data protection 
laws, there is serious, doubt 
about the efficacy of the Lin¬ 
dop proposals. One speaker at 
the Westminster meeting was 
worried about how one could 


tell which of the plethora of 
codes . of practice one most 
abide by. -Mr Ken Potts, chief 
executive of Leeds City Council 
and a member of the Lindop 
committee, -" lias . expressed 
serious' reservations "about the 
fact that the DPA would be yet 
another quango and that it was 
not at all clear, bow it would 
choose to exercise its power. 

. No two people define privacy 
in the same way, nor are thro 
countries’ definitions the sa^pe 
either. The laws which h*re 
been enacted vary widely in 
their provisions, and this is 
another reason why the free 
fhw of information _ int^r- 
nation ally could be restricted. 

At present, three different 
international bodies, the Coun¬ 
cil of Europe, the Organization 
fbr Economic. Cooperation and 
Development, and the EEC, are 
trying to work out how to har¬ 
monize different national taws. 

Several countries are mem¬ 
bers of all three bodies, so 
which harmonization scheme 
should they follow? Who will 
harmonize the hanuotuzers? 
The OECD’s efforts have fallen 
into disarray for the time being 
and tie Council of Europe bas 
no power other than persuasion, 
but the EEC may eventually try 
to force data protection laws on 
its members. 

The situation is further com¬ 
plicated by the fact that some 
governments are interested in 
cross-border data controls f-or 
reasons other than privacy—rjor 
instance, economic protection 
for its own data processing in¬ 
dustry. or a desire to rnanimi- 
?are news and other information 
for political purposes. 

What is Britain to do? Can 
we hope to persuade obr 
neighbours that their well- 
meaning efforts are misguided? 
Or. trill the confusion simply 
continue until their errors 
become self-evident? 

Certainly the Government 
shows no signs of action. 
Wberher rbis' is ' because '-ir 
agrees witb the opponents of 
Ierislaric.n or simply has had 
more pressing things to think 
about is not dear. Perhaps this 
is jiwr as well. For all the rami¬ 
fications of these^ issues to be 
adetmatelv aired fn Parliament 
could take a great deal of time.

Argentina’s motor industry savaged by competition 


Buenos Aires 

In just over a year Argentina’s 
motor industry has undergone 
major changes. General motors 
and Citroen have ceased pro¬ 
duction. Chrysler and the small 
state-owned company.' BSE, 
isave sold out to Volkswagen. . 
Fiat and Peugeot have'merged. 

Vehicle imports, effectively 
prohibited since 1961, were 
permitted again last year and 
importers have already captured 
7-5 per cent of the domestic 
market. 

From a record of 22 vehicle 
manufacturers in 1960 there 
now remain only four—-Ford, 
Renault, Fiat/Peugeot and 
Volkswagen. Purely commercial 
vehicles are also made by 
Mercedes-Benz, Scania and 
Deutz. The big shakeout was 
foreshadowed by the decision 
of General Motors in late 1978 
to cease production. The 
American car giant had seen 
its share of the Argentinian 
market dropping year by year. 

•Reaction to these events is 
varied. Supporters of Dr 
Martinez de fioz, the economics 
min ister, welcome them in the .. 
name of rationalization. Those 
who see Argentina’s future as 
a power-house of heavy 
industry—they call themselves 
Desarrolistas (Developmeotists) 
—attack the government for 
policies of deindustrialization 
mid selling out to foreign 
interests. 

Since 1964 more than four 
milium motor vehicles have 
been built in Argentina. Last 


year the figure was 253,000, 
putting the country in the same 
bracket as Belgium, Yugoslavia 
and East Germany. There are 
seven Argentines for each 
motor vehicle in the country, 
compared with a proportion- of 
3j to S. m Britain.' 

' .The country Has become in¬ 
creasingly dependent on' motor 
vehicles for its general trans¬ 
port. Two, vehicles in every 
seven are , co m mercial ones 
(compared with one in eight 
in Britain), 80 per cent of fare- 
paying-passengers travel, by bus 
and, despite Argentina’s cereal 
production, lorries ^carry .seven 
times "mote, .goods' than. the 
railways: • ; - 

By 1970; the- Argentine car 
industry - had- sorted -itself out 
behind-protective barriers into 
ten finishing plants and rather 
more than' a thousand- suppliers 
and cbmpohenr manufacturers. 
In thefegy;'?tbe timi had come 
to open ir- up to competition,- 
but in fact the most remarkable 
coup was -staged by. a group of 
component Tnanufadturers. • 

.Legistation in 1971 not only 
continued to~ prohibit' car im¬ 
ports, bbt ^forbade the: import 
of any -component, tad ess the 
local component manufacturer 
had told the government thjat 
they.cqitid_not produce, it and 
bad no objection to the imports. 
The faw bunted the total value 
of imported components -(which 
were, subject to a. heavy duty) 
to 4 per cent of the value of the 
vehicle! 

Hew' models could hot be 


launched without a minimum 
number of the replaced model 
having been produced. This 
measure was supported by an 
important section.of the army 
whose industrial empire. 
Fabricacines Militates, had got 
control of much of.-the. iron and 
steel industry -and was produc- 
1 ing steel (as if does today) with 
outdated . technology at a price 
weH above Ihe.. international 
one. 

"By and large it is not in' the 
Argentine nature to compete 
bjr price cutting and certain. 
'questionable' means of discour¬ 
aging such unArgentine behav¬ 
iour succeeded in raising the 
profit margins of component 
manufacturers .to . anything 
.between 200 and 800 per cent. 

When Ford attempted to 
counter this trend by buying 
. the arie'manufacBH-er, Transax, • 
it" became the victim of a 
-propaganda campaign, in which * 
the component manufacturers ; 
joined. Ford and Trdasax ebcecu-' 
tives were . then singled out by 
. terrorists in a wave of Jrid- 
. napping. : and assassination. No 
* other finishing plant thereafter 
tried to buy a component manu¬ 
facturer. 

It -was fat' 'surprising that 
the' instant fortunes of the 


early 1970s were made by 
suppliers u» the car industry, 
nor that some of their former 
leading lights are living in 
exile with criminal .charges 
pending against them. 

By 1977 Argentine cars were 
costing more chan twice the 
price of their foreign equiva¬ 
lents, their designs had been 
frozen to- those of-the sixties 
and, of the price which the 
purchaser, paid, the finishing 

f lam saw less than 20 per cent, 
n all fairness they were also 
tougher and mo^e -solid • than 
equivalent models in • • the 

northern hemisphere. 

When die liberalizing team' of 
Dr Martinez de Hoz took over 
the country’s economic policy, 
a change in the law was inevit¬ 
able. But vested interests, 
including military, ones, delayed 
and modified the new legisla¬ 
tion until a watered down-ver¬ 
sion was finally'- passed, in 
January, 1979.: ... 

Linder this law new cars may 
be imported, but bear a 95. per 
cent duty on their price. This 
duty will be reduced to 55 per 
cent by 1982,; 

Lorries mag be imported .with 
a duty of. fc>-per. cen^. to.be 
reduced-to 45-per cent in. 1982. 


Plants may choose which com¬ 
ponents ro import, but the 
maximum proportion in cars is 
S per cent, using to 12 per 
cent in 19S2, and in lorries .15 
per cent, rising to 25 per cent. 

Mild, not to say highly pro- 
tectiouist, though the legisla¬ 
tion may seem, it has wonder¬ 
fully concentrated the mind& of 
the motor industry. Firms 
' which do not have the. confi¬ 
dence to modernize and com¬ 
pete are opting out of the race 
or switching (as in-the case^of 
Citroen) to the distribution and 
service of imported cars. =. 

Those which have, derided, to 
go ahead under the 'new rale 
are taking advantage of a highly 
valued peso-to reequip cheaply. 
Ford have'announced plansfto 
invest- S250m over five years; 
the newly merged Fiat/Peugeot 
■ will bring -in - Over -$200xnwcf 
: .equipment, nr a shorter period.

GOLD

Our group mines earned revenue in excess of R500'mi!lion 
while aftertax profits increased to R132 million, in addition to 
the immediate benefit of higher gold prices; several of our low 
grade mines will enjoy an extended operating period. ^ 

The wide fluctuations in the gold price and the continuing 
steep escalation of costs of capital items make it even more 
risky today to plan new mining operations or extensions. 

Until the gold marketshows some stability, ft cannot be 
prudentto anticipate a higher average gold price than 
$300/ S350 i n our forward plann ing. 

Unisei Gold Mines took its place as a South African gold 
producer last year and I would like to congratulate and thank 
all those people who worked on the discovery, the planning and 
the development of this new mine. 

Further south in the Orange Free State, preparation of a 
possible shaft site has commenced on ground held under 
option by Beatrix Mines. The final decision on whether a viable 
gold mine can be established will 
not be made until a feasibility 
study is completed in 
mid-1980.

Every now and again, just 
through the quirks of the 
piarket, some unusually fine 
properties come up for sale 
at much the same time.
